Signal Corps Supply School

ITH communications growing in- 

creasingly complex, the Signal 
Corps recently modernized its training 
program for Signal supply officers who 
will serve in the expanding Army. 

At the Signal 
Corps Supply 
School, Camp 
Holabird, Md., 
officers from both 
the Regular 
Army and the 
civilian compo- 
nents are en- 
rolled for a five- 
month course 
designed to fit 
them not only 
for supply posts 
within the Signal 
Corps, but also 
in Army Areas 
and oversea 
commands. To 
date, 75 officers have graduated from the 
School, which has been operated since 
September, 1946, under the Office of the 
Chief Signal Officer. Most of them have 
gone to installations of the Procurement 
and Distribution Division, Office of the 
Chief Signal Officer. 

, Instruction at the Signal Corps Supply 
School places special emphasis on depot 
operations, for the depot is beyond ques- 
tion the backbone of the complex Signal 
Corps supply system. Weeks are devoted 
to depot instruction, including compre- 
hensive on-the-job training at the Balti- 
more Signal Depot. 

: Detailed instruction also is provided on 
Signal Corps procurement and Signal 
Corps stock control, including practical 
training at the agencies in Philadelphia 
where these activities take place. 

The curriculum also covers the organ- 
ization of the National Military Estab- 
lishment, procurement procedures, supply 
requirements, supply control methods, 
materiel identification, overseas requisi- 
tioning procedures, post camp and station 
supply procedures, use of supply catalogs 
and other Department of the Army pub- 
lications, management engineering, and 
Principles of military instruction. 

Courses normally are prepared and de- 
livered by instructor personnel assigned 
to the school. However, the talent and 
€xperience of particularly qualified in- 
dividuals throughout the Signal Corps 
Supply system are used to great advan- 
tage. Such persons are called upon to 
teach in the sphere of their snecial quali- 
fications, 

In addition to knowledge gained from 
price personnel and activities, students 
ave profited much from the co-operation 
. industrial concerns in the vicinity of

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Expenditures for National Defense rec- 
ommended by the President for the fiscal 
year ending 30 June 1950 are 14.3 billion 


for the current year, an increase of 2.5 
billions, or 21 per cent. This recommen- 
dation was contained in the President’s 
Budget Message, which transmitted the 
National Budget to the Congress last 
Monday. 

The new budget contains an estimate 
of 400 million dollars to cover prospective 
increases in Service pay and 600 millions 
to start Universal Training, if and when 
it is authorized. The funds called for 
in the new budget are divided almost 
equally among the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force. 

While the defense budget is substan- 
tially greater than that of the current 
year the strength of the Armed Forces 
will be practically the same as at present. 
It brings to a halt the expansion pro- 
grams authorized last year. The 70-Group 
Air Program is sharply curtailed and the 
number of planes operating next year by 
the Air Force and by Naval and Marine 
aviation will be less than at present.

Board Seeks Wider Use 
of Medical Facilities 


The Committee on Medical and Hos- 
pital Services of the Armed Forces—the 
Hawley Board—this week recommended 
closing of three general hospitals, in- 
creased common utilization of medical 
facilities by the Army, Navy and Air 
Force and consolidation of in-patient 
treatment in fewer hospitals. 

The report warned that hospitaliza- 
tion for military personnel must not be 
“so divorced from fundamental military 
considerations as to abnegate or abrogate 
the basic principles which have proven 
sound in the crucible of time and long 
experience.” 

The Committee thus opposed a proposal 
made by a “task force” to the Hoover 
Commission on Organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government, 
urging that military hospitals be placed 
under a new National Bureau of Health. 

Maj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, USA-Ret., 
chairman; Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, 
Army Surgeon General; Rear Adm. Clif- 
ford A. Swanson, Navy Surgeon General ; 
Maj. Gen. Malcolm C. Grow, Air Surgeon ; 
and Rear Adm. Joel T, Boone, executive 
secretary, comprised the committee mem- 
bership. 

They maintained that both in peace 
and war hospitalization is an integral 
and essential part of the mission of the 
medical departments of the Armed 
Forces. Thus, the obligation to provide 
acceptable hospital treatment and medi- 
cal care to military personnel is an ele- 
ment of military command responsibility 
and therefore can only be discharged 
satisfactorily by and within the NME or- 
ganization.

Income Tax Exemption 


Indicative of the prompt action ex- 
pected to be taken to restore the military 
income tax exemptions is the introduc- 
tion by Representative Doughton (D- 
N. C.), chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, of H. J. Res. 77 pro- 
viding for the deduction of the tax for 
the calendar year 1948 and of the tax 
on $750 for the first half of the calendar 
year 1949. 

The Ways and Means Committee, which 
will consider the Resolution, intends to 
place the measure high on its priority list 
for action. 

The text of the Resolution follows : 

“To extend to July 1, 1949, certain tax ex- 
emptions of military and naval personnel. 

“That section 22b (130 of the Interna] Reve- 
nue Code relating to exclusions from gross 
income) is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

(13) Additional allowance for military and 
naval personnel.— 

“(A) In the case of compensation received 
for active service as a commissioned officer 
(or a commissioned warrant officer) in the 
military or naval forces of the United States 
during the present war, or in the case of a 
citizen or resident of the United States, as a 
member of the military or naval forces of 
any of the other United Nations during such 
war— 

“(1) so much of such compensation received 
prior to July 1, 1949, during any taxable 
year beginning after December 31, 1942, and 
before January 1, 1949, as does not exceed 
$1,500; and (11) so much of such compensa- 
tion received prior to July 1, 1949 during any 
any taxable year beginning after December 
31, 1948 as does not exceed $750. 

“(B) Compensation received prior to July 
1, 1949. during any taxable year beginning 
after December 31, 1940, for active service as 
a member below the grade of commissioned 
officer (or commissioned warrant officer) in 
the military or naval forces of the United 
States during the present war.”

Firm Program For Air 
Progress Asked By Sec. 


Deploring the waste of time and re- 
sources “inherent in vacillation and stop- 
and-start planning,” Secretary of the Air 
Force W. Stuart Symington this week 
called for “stability and resoluteness” in 
Air Force advancement. 

The appeal was made in the first an- 
nual] Air Force report in which Mr, Sym- 
ington reviewed progress of the Four- 
Year Program or 70-Group Plan, now 
slated for major revision under the Presi- 
dent’s budget, recapitulated successes 
during the year ending 30 June 1948; and 
explicated areas in which unsatisfactory 
progress has been made. 

Mr. Symington said there is a pressing 
need for enabling legislation to provide 
the nation with an adequate aircraft con- 
trol and warning system. He reiterated 
the drastic effects of inadequate housing 
for dependents of military personnel and 
revealed that more than 35,000 airmen 
—one-third of them in the top three 
grades—have declared they do not intend 
to reenlist unless adequate family hous- 
ing is provided. 

Included also among Mr. Symington’s 
“unsatisfactory progress” list were the 
lack of statutory authority for interserv- 
ice transfer of Regular officers; the in- 
adequate source of officer personnel 
trained as professional AF officers from 
the beginning of their college careers ; the 
shortage of medical personnel; deficien- 
cies in officer procurement ; and the neces- 
sity for substantive legislation providing 
long range procurement authority and a 
statutory military personnel authoriza- 
tion. 

“Although the Air Force forged steadi- 
ly ahead during fiscal year 1948,” Mr. 
Symington said, “the attainment of its 
ultimate objective will depend upon. con- 
tinued support from all those who believe 
adequate air power is essential to our 
national security.” 

This adequate air power is spelled out 
in the Air Force report in terms of the 
Four-Year Program, described most often 
as the 70-Group Plan. The Air Secretary 
said the latter designation is a misnomer, 
that he avoids its use because the number 
of groups, while essential, is not the dis- 
tinctive feature. More important, he said, 
are the following: 

“(1) It provides for replacement of 
obsolescent World War II aircraft by 
types which are capable of meeting the 
wholly different operational needs of new 
conditions and a new potential adversary. 

“(2) It makes possible a research and 
development program which assures that 
the American youths who fly our aircraft 
are constantly provided with the best pos- 
sible equipment for their own survival 
and the success of their missions. 

“(3) It provides the long-range striking 
force which alone can choke off hostile 
attack at its source and operate as the 
visible deterrent to which I have re- 
ferred. 

“(4) It nourishes and develops the 
sustaining resource of air power—a 
healthy military aircraft industry—by 
a carefully regulated flow of orders which 
will permit the modernization of produc-

The coun- 
try is deeply indebted to Mr. Hook for an extra- 
ordinarily able report. After it is examined in the 
various Armed Forces, the report ought by all means 
to be put before Congress. It is high time we put 
military pay on a sound, equitable basis, to make 
military careers equivalent to careers in business and 
the professions.” 

Seattle Times — “Considerable criticism has been 
heaped on Secretary Forrestal because a greater de- 
gree of unification has not been achieved. His first 
annual report is of much interest, not as an apology 
for what has not been accomplished, but because of 
its constructive proposals for future betterment. The 
authority of the Secretary needs to be strengthened 
and broadened.” 

Washington Post—“The trouble with military jus- 
tice, as it is viewed by many civilians, is that it has 
been more concerned with the military aspects of 
offenses than with dispassionate justice. The provi- 
sion that enlisted men may sit on Army and Air Force 
courts-martial will not in itself insure any greater

degree of justice, though it may help resolve fears of 
enlisted men. But the strengthening of legal assist- 
ance will help courts with what is perhaps their 
greatest deficiency—lack of knowledge, especially of 
the rights of the accused.” 


Minneapolis Star—‘“Secretary Forrestal seems to 
be moving steadily—insofar as possible under present 
laws—toward real unification of the Armed Forces. 
Certainly his recent proposals to merge the National 
Guard air arm with the Air Force Reserve and to 
transfer the Army’s ocean transport system to the 
Navy have the full force of logic, economy and mili- 
tary efficiency to recommend them. That Forrestal 
didn’t follow the logic of the air reserves merger and 
recommend unification of National Guard ground 
forces with Army reserves probably can be laid to 
political expediency rather than military common 
sense.... But the fact that unification of the ground 
reserve components is not recommended now should 
not mean the idea is abandoned. It is still a vital 
part of the program to give this country the most 
efficient defense system. Nor are the economics in- 
herent in such a merger to be sneezed at.”

HE text of the National Defense sec- 

tlon of the Message of the President 
transmitting the Nutivual Budget to Con- 
gress follows: 

“In my Budget Message for the fiscal year 
1949 I indicated that in spite of the reduction 
of our armed services to a small fraction of 
their wartime strength, national defense still 
remained the largest single Government: pro- 
gram. I further indicated that the funds 
recommended, about 11 billion dollars, pro- 
vided for only the minimum national defense 
requirements. 

“Refore the Congress could complete action 
on that Budget, the uncertainty of world 
conditions made it necessary to consider steps 
to develop additional military strength which 
would give evidence of continuing firmness in 
world affairs. Therefore, in an address to the 
Congress on March 17, 1938, I recommended 
the prompt enactment of universal training 
legislation and the temporary enactment of 
selective service legislation. Shortly there- 
after, I recommended additional authoriza- 
tions for national defense, bringing my total 
recommendations for tiscal year 19419 to more 
than 14.7 billion dollars. 

“Since then I have given continued study 
to our national security requirements for the 
present and the future, For the time being it 
is essential to continue the selective service 
process. However, this is not the solution to 
the Nation’s long-range military manpower 
and training problem. ermanent legislation 
providing for universa] training is essential 
if we are to achieve an acceptable degree of 
national security. 

“My Budget recommendations for national 
defense in the fiscal year 1950 are based on 
a plan for national defense position of rela- 
tive military readiness, coupled with a higher 
degree of mobilization preparedness. This 
type of military planning will permit us 
continuously to revise our tactics and develop 
our weapons to meet modern conditions, but 
is clearly consistent with our traditional con- 
cept of military strength for purposes of 
defense. 

“In arriving at my recommendations, I have 
had the benefit of the considered advice of 
civilian and military leaders best qualified to 
evaluate the international, strategic, and eco- 
nomic aspects of our national defense re- 
quirements, I believe that these recommenda- 
tions reflect a proper relationship between our 
security requirements and our economic and 
financial resources, and envision an Army, 
Navy, and Air Force in a condition of relative 
readiness, all functioning as an integrated 
team, Moreover, | am convinced that we 
should plan our military structure at this 
time so as to insure a balanced military pro- 
gram in the foreseeable future at approxi- 
mately the level recommended in this Budget. 

“At the same time we must recognize that 
preparations for defense must be flexible, and 
not rigid. They must reflect changes in the 
international situation, changes in technology 
and in the economic situation. We must be in 
a position to alter our military programs as 
circumstances change. 

Organizational Improvements Needed 

“The National Security Act of 1947 estab- 
lished an organizational framework better 
than we have ever had before and provided 
for a more flexible contro! and adjustment of 
our military program. The establishment of 
a Wenpons Evaluation Board under the Sec- 
retary of Defense is an example of the type 
of development we are continuously making 
to achieve the hest possible assignment of 
weapons and tasks among the military serv- 
ices. However, we have had enough experi- 
ence under that act to recognize that further 
improvements need to be made which cannot 
be accomplished under existing law. There-

fore, I expect to recommend certain changes 
in the National Security Act which will help 
to assure readjustments of our defense pro- 
gram as a whole and in all its parts as 
security requirements change. 

“The recommendations for the National 
Military Establishment for the fiscal year 1950 
mark a beginning toward a national defense 
program in which our air, naval, and land 
forces plan and operate as a team under a 
unified strategic concept. The 1950 program 
gives priority to air power and to strength- 
ening the civilian reserve components, and 
continues to emphasize research and develop- 
ment and industrial mobilization, The Budget 
provides for maintaining the necessary occu- 
pation forces in the former enemy areas for 
which satisfactory internationa] settlements 
have not yet been worked out, The Budget 
also provides substantial amounts to continue 
the materiel improvement programs for which 
large authorizations were enacted under the 
augmented fiseal year 1949 Budget. Continu- 
ing expenditures will be necessary for an 
orderly replacement program in future years 
as existing inventories are used up and as 
materiel wears out or becomes obsolete. 

“Expenditures by the National Military Es- 
tablishment for defense purposes in the fiscal 
year 1950 are expected to amount to some- 
what over 13.1 billion dollars, including a 
tentative estimate of 385 million dollars for 
programs for which new authorizing legisla- 
tion will later be requested. The stockpiling 
of strategic materials and other activities 
supporting defense are expected to require 
additional expenditures of about 530 million 
dollars. Furthermore, a tentative estimate of 
600 million dollars has been added for the first 
year cost of universal training. (When in full 
operation this program may require expendi- 
tures of 2 billion dollars annually.) In total, 
the national defense budget I am recommend- 
ing will require estimated expenditures of 
slightly less than 14.3 billion dollars in the 
fiscal year 1950, an increase of 2.5 billion dol- 
lars over the 1949 level. Somewhat higher 





expenditures are likely in subsequent years. 

“Net new appropriations and other author- 
izations specifically recommended in this 
Budget for the National Military Establish- 
ment in the fiscal year 1950 are 13.7 billion 
dollars, This total, however, includes an up- 
ward adjustment of 279 million dollars for 
increased cost of the naval ship construction 
programs authorized in 1949 and prior years. 
In addition, 830 million dollars is provided 
as a tentative estimate for additional public 
works, for military pay adjustments, and for 
other special programs, dependent upon the 
passage of necessary enabling legislation. In 
all, 14.5 billion dollars of new obligational 
authority is provided for the National Mili- 
tary Establishment for use in the fiscal year 
1950, an increase of 700 million dollars over 
amounts enacted for the fiscal year 1949. 

Allocations by Services 

“Of the 13.7 billion dollars of specific rec- 
ommendations for new obligational authority 
for the National Military Establishment, 11 
million dollars is requested for the Office of 
the Secretary of Defense, 4.6 billion dollars 
for the Air Force, 4.5 billion dollars for the 
Army, and 4.6 billion dollars for the Navy, 
counting the upward adjustment for ship con- 
struction costs mentioned above.

Defense Budget 
(Continued from First Page) 
average for 1949, and thus occasion 
greater costs. Substantial increases are 
also represented in the amounts to be ex- 
pended in support of the expanded Re- 

serve program. 

The overall budget figure for National 
Defense for 1950, including not only 14.3 
for contemplated expenditures, but also 
new obligational authority for programs 
covering several years, is 15.9 billion 
dollars, as compared with 14.7 billions 
for the current fiscal year. Some of the 
heaviest appropriations requested for 
1950 include payments on obligations in 
previous years. Net new appropriations 
and other authorizations specifically rec- 
ommended in this budget for the National 
Military Establishment for 1950 total 13.7 
billion dollars. Of this total the Presi- 
dent recommends that 4.5 billions be al- 
lotted to the Army, 4.6 billions to the 
Navy, and 4.6 to the Air Force. Included 
in the amount for the Navy is an item of 
279 million dollars, which it is requested 
be made immediately available to cover 
increased costs of ship construction pro- 
grams authorized in previous years. 

Included in the budget is a tentative 

estimate of $830 millions to cover the 
cost of new legislation, other than Uni- 
versal Training. Of this amount $400,- 
000,000 is earmarked to cover anticipated 
increases in Service pay, allowances, and 
benefits. Actually the adoption by the 
Congress of all of the recommendations 
of the Hook Commission on Pay Revision 
would increase expenditures by about 
500 millions. The item of 830 million 
dollars also covers proposed appropria- 
tions for public works, including hous- 
ing for troops and dependents. In his 
Budget Message the President recom- 
mends a general overhauling of military 
pay and allowances, with remuneration 
of military personnel brought into line 
with salaries of Federal civilian em- 
ployes and other comparable groups. 
A tentative estimate of the expenditure 
of $600,000,000 in 1950 for the initiation 
of Universal Training is also included 
in the budget. The President notes that 
when in full operation the program will 
require expenditures of two billion dol- 
lars annually. Although the President 
urged the adoption of the program as es- 
sential to our security it was received 
somewhat coldly by the Congress and its 
enactment appears at least doubtful. 





While the President states that the 








military forces called for by the new 
budget aré the most powerful this coun- 
try has ever maintained in peacetime it 
is to be noted that the numerical strength 
proposed for the personnel] of the Armed 
Forces in 1950 varies little from that of 
1 December 1948. The new budget would 
increase the Army from its present 
strength of 662,000 to 677,000, and that 
of the Air Force from 411,000 to 412,000, 
while the Navy would be reduced from 
531,000 to 527,000. The net increase for 
all the Armed Forces would be only 
12,000. However, Reserves in regular 
training status would be increased by 
294,000 and other Reserves by 150,000. 

The most noticeable adverse effect of 
the new budget is on the Air Force ex- 
pansion program. If the budget recom- 
mendations are adopted no immediate 
progress will be made toward attaining 
the 70-Group goal, so strongly recom- 
mended by Air Secretary Symington this 
week in his annual report. Actually un- 
der the budget the number of planes in 
active operation would be_ reduced, 
though the quality would be improved 
through the delivery of new aircraft now 
in production. Under the 1950 budget the 
active inventory of the Air Force will 
comprise 9200 planes of all types, from 
trainers to heavy bombers. This is in 
contrast with 9780 now in active service. 
Congressional authorizations contem- 
plated that the Air Force would have 
10,297 aircraft by 30 June 1949. The dif- 
ference between this number and that in 
the budget represents a reduction of 700 
trainers and 400 other aircraft, largely 
Army support planes. However, new 
obligational authority of 2.3 billion dol- 
lars is requested to permit contracts for 
34 million airframe pounds. This with 
8.2 billions in unexpended authorizations 
of prior years will make a total of 5.5 
billion available for procurement of new 
planes and related equipment. 

The Air Force now has 59 Air Groups 
in active operation. The new budget con- 
templates that the 1950 organization will 
comprise a minimum of about 48 combat 
groups and 10 squadrons, togeiher with 
27 groups of the Air National Guard. This 
apparent drastic curtailment of the Air 
Program resulted in the following state- 
ment of the President, supplementary to 
his Budget Message: 

“The number of groups is a somewhat mis- 
leading measure of air power, Since the char- 
acter, size, number of aircraft, and other ele- 
ments of the group are not fixed, but con-

Selection boards to consider permanent 
lieutenant colonels who complete 24 or 
more years service for promotion pur- 
poses prior to 1 July 1949 for advance- 
ment to the permanent rank of colonel 
will be convened at the Pentagon on or 
about 1 Feb.

In annotncing the selection boards for 
colonels yesterday, the Army said lieu- 
tenant colonels of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department, Medical Corps, 
Dental Corps and Medical Service Corps 
who complete 23 or more years service 
for promotion purposes prior to 1 July 
1949, also will be included in the zone 
of consideration. 

Names of members of the boards will 
be announced at a later date, Army offi- 
cials reported.

1-11-50, have announced that Army per- 
sonnel currently on duty in base level 
service support functions with the Air 
Force will be replaced by AF personnel 
before 30 June. However, deadline for 
replacement of Army signal, finance, 
judge advocate, ordnance and engineer 
personnel on duty with the Air Force is 
80 June 1950. Exempted from these pro- 
visions are medical personnel and chap- 
lains.

Signal Corps Supply School 
(Continued from First Page) 
flexible in order to cope with develop- 
ments that arise through experience and 
research, such as a recent provision for 

direct issue from depots. 

Special projects related to the program 
of instruction have been undertaken by 
the school.

No Withholding for Chaplains 


The Army Chief of Finance has in- 
structed personnel in the field that in- 
come tax will not be withheld from the 
pay of Army chaplains. 

The ruling conforms with an Internal 
Revenue regulation which declares that 
salary payments for services performed 
as a minister of the gospel are exempted 
from withholding. The Army Judge Ad- 
vocate General has ruled that Army chap- 
lains are covered by this proviso. 

Officials emphasize, however, that chap- 
lains are not exempt from ultimate pay- 
ment of income tax. 








Army Banking Facilities 
The Army has published Special Regu- 
lations 210-135-1, which prescribes rules 
for the establishment and operation of 
banking facilities at Army installations. 








' Army Mutual Aid Anniversary 


One result of the Custer Massacre in 
which the Sioux Indians wiped out ap- 
proximately one-half of the United States 
Seventh Cavalry in 1874 was the en- 
gendering of discussion regarding the 
plight of the widows and orphans left in 
the Regular Army ever since its organi- 
zation. Except for the wars which had 
involved the nation, there had never at 
one time been such a large number of 
bereaved families before. 

Where Regular Officers were killed in 
the various wars of the nation, pension 
laws had been fairly liberal owing to the 
political power of the war veterans who 
had returned to civil life and were vot- 
ing. But for the families of deceased 
Regulars who died in peacetime or were 
killed in fights with the Indians, pensions 
were tragically meager and difficult to 
obtain, 

The impact of the Custer Massacre 
shocked the Army and the nation and 
emphasized the need of financial provi- 
sion for widows and orphans of Regulars, 
As a result of discussions and studies 
made, ideas had formulated by 1878 and 
the Army Mutual Aid Association was 
instituted on 13 Jan. 1879. 

Among the original members were 
many famous names such as Lt. Gen. 
Philip H. Sheridan; Lt. Col. Emory Up- 
ton, author of the “Military Policy of 
the United States”; Capt. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur, later Governor General of the 
Philippine Islands and father of the il- 
lustrious Douglas MacArthur; Lt. Col. 
Roger Jones, the first President of the 
Association and later Inspector General 
of the Army ; Capt. George W. Davis, the 
first Secretary-Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion and later the constructor of the 
Washington Monument and the first Gov- 
ernor of the Panama Canal Zone; Col. 
Richard C. Drum, later Adjutant General 
of the Army; Capt. John W. Bean, who 
lived to be the oldest member of the As- 
sociation and retained that place for many 
years, dying at age 96; 1st Lt. Eugene 
D. Dimmick, later a general officer in the 
Spanish-American War, who also lived 
to be the oldest member of the Associa- 
tion 

The Constitution adopted provided that 
“the name of the Association shall be (as 
now) the Army Mutual Aid Association: 
and its object shall be to aid the families 
of deceased members in a prompt and 
simple manner.” The Association began 
as a simple assessment institution, all 
members over 40 years of age being as- 
sessed $4.00 a year and all those under 
40 years of age being assessed $3.00 a 
year. (The assessment plan was aban- 
doned a few years later by the adoption 
of an Ordinary Life arrangement mak- 
ing the Association virtually an old line 
insurance institution.) 

Feature of the Association’s work has 
always been its help in preparing the pen- 
sion and other claims for the bereaved 
parents, widows and children of its mem- 
bers.

His 24-day inspection tour of United 


. States forces in Europe and the Mediter- 


ranean areas convinced Secretary of the 
Army Kenneth C. Royall that “we have 
as fine a United States Army—and as fine 
a Navy and Air Force—as we have had in 
our history.” 

In an interview this week with the 
ArMy AND NAvy JouRNAL, Secretary 
Royall gave a detailed account of his 
trip and the favorable impression he re- 
ceived. He said: 

“I have just returned from a twenty-four 
day inspection tour of our forces in the Eu- 
ropean and Mediterranean areas including. 
England, France, Italy, Greece, Austria, Ger- 
many, Trieste, and Turkey. I was in Germany 
almost half of my overseas time, Christmas 
was spent with General Lucius Clay and our 
troops in Berlin. My primary mission was 
to make firsthand observations concerning 
the morale and performance of our troops. 
I found General Clay and those under him 
doing a fine job. In the course of my trip, 
I covered more than 15,000 air miles in addi- 
tion to several hundred miles on the ground. 
I met with all our top commanders and their 
staffs in each zone, But more important, I 
made sure to see the officers and men in the 
classrooms and in the field. I talked with 
many of the American soldiers who today 
are performing every conceivable peacetime 
military task, including service with the 
Greek divisions on the guerrilla front, 

“T also inspected three U. S. Air Force in- 
stallations — Burtonwood and Lakenheath 
Airfields in England and Neubiberg in Ger- 
many, and I visited the United States Medi- 
terranean fleet at Naples. I also had an op- 
portunity to observe our unified facilities at 
a number of places. There was splendid co- 
operation between our Army, Navy and Air 
team in areas where they have joint missions. 
Each service group augments the others in 
its pecialty, This applies to the top com- 
manders and to the soldiers, sailors and 
airmen. 

Praises Mission to Greece 

“My visit to Greece permitted me to get 
a firsthand view of that very tough situation. 
Our American Mission for Aid to Greece, 
headed by Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet, is 
doing a remarkable job and has won the 
confidence and support of the people with 
whom they are working. It is decidedly not 
their fault that the situation today is not 
better, In fwo Greek battle areas—Konitsa 
and Kastoria—I met with our young officers 
who, at Division level, are instructing and 
training the Greek government forces in their 
war against the Communist guerrillas. These 
men are performing their work in a superior 
manner under the most adverse conditions of 
terrain and weather. Their task calls for 
knowledge and experience, of course. It is 
also a mission which exacts from each of 
these men the utmost in initiative, skill and 
fortitude, 

“My visit to Turkey included an inspec- 
tion of the Turkish War College at Ankara 
—that nation’s counterpart of our West 
Point. I was greatly impressed with the 
training methods and techniques employed 
there. The college compares very favorably 
with the highest type of military school. In 
Turkey I found our American officers under 
leadership of Maj. Gen. Horace MacBride, 
helping out in the instruction with the same 
diligence and proficiency that I found in 
Greece, 

“The situation in Turkey is very different 
from that of Greece, of course. Greece is en- 
gaged in actual conflict with the guerrilla 
forces. In Turkey one finds a spirit of inde- 
pendence and a willingness to resist any kind 
of aggression, I think this impresses every- 
one who visits that country, 

“I might add that the illusion of a warm, 
sunny Mediterranean climate at this time of 
year in Greece and Turkey is far from a 
reality. Athens greeted us with a fifteen-min- 
ute snowfall. It was 18° at Ankara when we 
landed there, It was also quite cold when we 
took a boat trip up the Bosporous from 
Istanbul, One can appreciate how the wea- 
ther conditions add to the supply and tactical 
Problems in that area, Heavy snows dominate 
the mountainous battle areas the year round. 

U. 8. Troops in Trieste 

“No account of my trip would be complete 
without mention of our colorful and military- 
Conscious troops in the Free Territory of 
Trieste. These men, formerly known as the 
Blue Devils,’ are a highly disciplined or- 
Sanization who are doing a magnificent se- 
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curity and supply job in that area. On one 
occasion, I visited one of their border pa- 
trols, where a young First Lieutenant was 
in charge. I was impressed with this young 
platoon leader’s knowledge of his job, his 
military manner and bearing, and his calm, 
steady confidence, He was typical of the sev- 
eral thousand other American officers and 
soldiers, serving in that command and the 
others I visited, 

“In Austria I also saw a group of capable 
Americans doing an arduous and difficult job 
in an outstanding manner under our com- 
mander there, Lt. Gen. Geoffrey Keyes, Vi- 
enna and Austria are struggling to rise again. 
Their officials are doing a sober, serious job 
aided by our American soldiers, 

“Earlier, I mentioned that I spent Christ- 
mas with our garrison troops in Berlin. I 
visited messes of most of the units and I 
was most gratified at the spirit of the men. 

“The 26th Infantry Regimental Combat 
Team of the First ‘Big Red One’ Division 
staged a review for us at Bamberg, Germany. 
This was the real highlight of my trip. This 
unit, in a sense, represented all our forces 
in Europe. Their spirit, pride and evident 
realization of the vital mission they are per- 
forming indicated clearly their own high cali- 
bre and that of their commanders. 


Progress in Negro Unit 


“Another installation that interested me 
particularly was the Negro Basic Training 
Center in Kitzingen, Germany, I saw there 
the fine progress that is being made in rais- 
ing the basic educational level of the Negro 
enlistee, a pre-requisite to grade promotions 
and the attainment of higher qualifications. 
The spirit at Kitzingen was excellent. The 
Negro officers, which comprise the bulk of 
officers engaged in this activity, are well 
pleased with the results they are obtaining. 
The ‘incident rate’ of Negro troops in Ger- 
many (court martial, venereal disease, 
AWOL’s and violations of discipline gen- 
erally) is now lower than the rate of white 
troops. I believe that the system and atten- 
tion given these Negro trainees at Kitzingen 
is largely responsible. 

“I know it is easy to say that the morale 
of troops is good and their spirit is high. 
These are generalities. But there are statistics 
which support the generalities, The venereal 
rates in the European Command are down 
approximately 50% from last year. The court 
martial rate is down more than 50% and, 
perhaps as a more specific indication of how 
the soldier himself feels, the re-enlistment 
rate is remarkably high. Highteen per cent 
of the men whose prospective enlistments 
were to expire between last September and 
next June have already re-enlisted. There is 
a reasonable expectation that before next 
June the percentage will reach 40 to 50%. For 
the same period last year, it was about five per 
cent, That compares with 1% last autumn. 

Health Records Fine 

“The physical condition of the troops in 
Europe is excellent, Their health records are 
fine. I looked into the family quarters of 
junior officers and first three graders — as 
well as the barracks of the garrison troops. 
Their living facilities were of a high type. 
They were built during the peak days of the 
Nazi regime, The men have fine recreational 
facilities and service clubs. I visited so many 
chapels built by the men themselves in their 
off-duty time that one general officer re- 
marked, ‘If we look into any more chapels, 
the Secretary will think my troops do little 
else but pray!’ 

“Another activity I wish to mention is the 
Graves Registration Administration in Paris, 
headed by Brigadier General Howard L. 
Peckham. The personnel of this organization 
have been doing, since the end of the war, 
a difficult but magnificent job, in a most un- 
obtrusive manner, They have won the hearts 
of countless American families for their quiet 
yet efficient return of the World War II dead. 

“I returned from Europe more convinced 
than ever that we have as fine a United States 
Army—and as fine a Navy and Air Force—as 
we have had in our history.” 


Army Medical Promotions 

As the Army prepared this week to 
convene boards to choose officers for tem- 
porary promotions, an ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL survey revealed that certain as- 
pects of the promotion plan pertaining to 
Medical Department officers are receiving 
a frigid reception. 

Specifically, it appears that some Regu- 
lar Army Medical Department officers 
may be penalized under the promotion 
policy. This results from the fact that 
service requirements for Regulars and 
date of rank qualifications for non-Regu- 
lars differ. 

It is pointed out, for example, that there 
doubtless are instances where a recently 
integrated officer is now not eligible for 
temporary promotion, but would have 
been eligible had he remained on extended 
active duty in the AUS. 

Declared also a major point of con- 
troversy is the elimination of the tem- 
porary promotion proviso for many first 
lieutenants completing one year’s service. 
In the past, orders for these promotions 
usually were drafted soon after the offi- 
cer had completed his first year’s service. 

Now, however, the promotions can be 
made only at specified times. These mean 
that a first lieutenant of the Medical 
Corps, for instance, who completes his 
first year’s service on 6 Jan. 1949—one 
week after the deadline—must wait for 
a new round of temporary promotions. 

Following are the promotion criteria 
for the temporary advancement of Med- 
ical Department officers: 

The following tabulation indicates the offi- 
cers to be considered for temporary promo- 
tion on the promotion list of the Medical De- 
partment, Each Regular Officer must have 
completed on 31 December 1948 a minimum of 
the years service for promotion purposes as 
indicated and must be’serving in the corre- 
sponding grade.

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National Security Week 

President Truman, in a letter to the 
Reserve Officers Association 8 Jan., again 
endorsed observance of National Security 
Week, 12 to 22 Feb. The President’s let- 
ter to Brig. Gen. E. A. Evans, Executive 
Director of the ROA, states: 

“I am gratified to learn that the Reserve 
Officers Association of the United States has 
planned again for 1949 its traditional observ- 
ance of National Security Week during the 
period February twelfth through February 
twenty-second. This occasion deserves and 
will receive, I am sure, widespread support 
from patriotic citizens in all walks of life 
throughout the nation and particularly from 
our armed services. 

“As you know, this nation, since its found- 
ing, has rested its security and our freedoms 
upon the vigilance and patriotic service of 
our citizens, As in the days of George Wash- 
ington and other great leaders in time of 
crises, this administration has emphasized 
our reliance upon strong civilian components 
in all of our armed services as opposed to large 
and expensive professional forces, 

“T can visualize no peacetime situation 
which would justify any neglect on our part 
to keep our Reserves powerful and ready to 
serve. When world peace finally is achieved— 
and I have faith in that culmination of present 
events—this nation can again place its armed 
forces upon a peacetime footing, With occu- 
pation duties ended, our career men in the 
services can again give full-time attention 
to the organization and training of the Re- 
serves in the interest of peace and security. 

“Meanwhile. under the orders of the Com- 
mander in Chief, the National Military Estab- 
lishment is carrying on an invigorated and 
progressive Reserve training program, It will 
continue to do so. 

“There are a great many facts about na- 
tional security which the citizens of this na- 
tion must know. I trust that our observance 
of National Security Week will leave none of 
our people uninformed.” 
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Prototype Minesweeper 


Under the 1950 fiscal budget a proto- 
type auxiliary minesweeper will be add- 
ed to the Navy’s experimental vessels. 

Included in a fifty-two million dollar 
appropriation for new Naval construction 
and shipbuilding, the prototype mine- 
sweeper will be the only actually new 
vessel to be iaid down by the Navy dur- 
ing fiscal 1949. The remainder of the 52 
million dollar appropriation will be ex- 
pended in converting six destroyers to 
destroyer escorts. Details on the new 
minesweeper have not ‘yet been made 
public by the Navy. 

Plans to construct two prototype hunt- 
er-killer ships, one authorized in the 1948 
budget and one in the 1949 budget, have 
been altered somewhat. Construction 
work on the 1948 vessel has been delayed 
due to hull difficulties and the Navy does 
not plan to begin construction of the 
second hunter-killer vessel until such 
time as work on the first ship has been 
sufficiently advanced to indicate that the 
Navy is on the right track. 

In the meantime, plans to begin work 
on the new super carrier are continuing 
to take shape. The keel for the giant air- 
craft carrier will be laid sometime this 
year at Newport News, Va., and contract 
plans, according to the Navy are going 
forward. 

Naval aviation, under the 1950 budget, 
will suffer a reduction of more than one 
thousand planes. About 8,550 planes are 
currently being operated by the Navy and 
Marine Corps and these will be decreased, 
during fiscal 1950, to approximately 7,- 
450. 





Adm. Thurber on Inspection Trip 

Rear Adm. H. R. Thurber, USN, Gen- 
eral Inspector of the U. 8. Pacific Fleet 
left Pearl Harbor 4 Jan. on an inspection 
trip covering the administrative and op- 
erational activities of the Navy’s admin- 
istration of the Trust Territory of the Pa- 
cific Islands. 

The inspecting party accompanying 
Admiral Thurber included Dr. Karl C. 
Leebrick, Vice President of the University 
of Hawaii and member of the Advisory 
Committee on Education for Guam and 
the Trust Territory. The group will visit 
approximately 27 of the islands of Mi- 
cronesia where the Navy has Civil Ad- 
ministration units.

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Navy Medical Meeting 

For the joint meeting of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery’s Honorary and 
Reserve Consultants to be held at the Na- 
tional Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, 
on 28 and 29 Jan., Rear Adm. C. A. Swan- 
son, the Surgeon General, has planned an 
extensive program. This meeting will 
bring to Washington forty-three of the 
nation’s outstanding doctors, including 
the presidents and presidents elect of the 
American Medical and American Dental 
Associations. 

The conference, with Rear Admiral 
Lamont Pugh, Deputy and Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, acting as chairman, will be 
opened with an address by Admiral 
Swanson, the Surgeon General.

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Educational Television Network 


The first educational Television Net- 
work opened 10 Jan. when the Navy be- 
gan telecasting a weekly schedule of 
ordnance and gunnery lectures from the 
Navy Television Studio at the Special 
Devices Center, Sands Point, Long Island, 
to members of the third year class at the 
Merchant Marine Academy, Kings Point, 
N..Y., an air-line distance of 4.7 miles. 

As part of the Navy experiment in- 
vestigating television ag a mass training 
medium, under the direction of the Office 
of Naval Research, these television lec- 
tures constitute a part of the standard 
curriculum of Naval Science taught at 
the Merchant Marine Academy and in 
Naval Reserve Officers Training Corps 
Units, located at 52 colleges and uni- 
versities throughout the United States. 
They deal specifically with the Fire Con- 
trol phase of ordnance and gunnery and 
are beamed by micro-wave, twice weekly 
(9:00 to 10:00 A.M. and 11:00 to 12:00 
A.M.) on Mondays and Wednesdays from 
the Television Studio at the Special De- 
vices Center to the local classroom at the 
Academy. 

It is possible now to originate instruc- 
tion programs in the television studio at 
Sands Point and transmit them simul- 
taneously by closed wires and radio links 
to Naval Reserve Squadrons in Television 
Classrooms at Naval Air Stations at 
Squantum, Mass.; Willow Grove near 
Philadelphia, Pa.; Floyd Bennett Field, 
N. Y¥.; and Anacostia, near Washington, 
D. ©.; and to Naval Reserve Training 
Corps Units at Eastern Colleges and Uni- 
versities. 





Honored for Pensacola Attack 

“For outstanding airmanship” dis- 
played in leading his squadron in a suc- 
cessful attack on the USS Pensacola on 
10 Nov. 1948, Maj. Honore G. Dalton, 
USMC, has been commended by Maj. Gen. 
Louis E. Woods, USMC, Commanding 
General of the First Marine Aircraft 
Wing, Santa Ana, Calif. 

The Pensacola, veteran of the Bikini 
atomic bomb tests, was towed to sea to 
participate in large-scale fleet exercises 
off the ‘southern California coast last 
November. Although Marine and Navy 
planes struck from the air as cruisers 
and destroyers attacked the hulk from 
the surface of the ocean, the vessel con- 
tinued to float. 

“However,” the announcement states, 
“the Pensacola was protected in large 
measure from vital hits by extremely low 
overeasts and squall conditions which 
limited effective aircraft operation. Major 
Dalton led his Marine Fighter Squadron 
323 to employ unorthodox skip bombing 
tactics with aircraft rockets and bombs 
under the low ceiling of clouds and se- 
cured hits on the target which contributed 
to its ultimate sinking. The mission was 
adjudged by some authorities to be im- 
possible.” 


Flying Fish Command Change

manding officer of the submarine Flying 
Fish, flagship of Rear Adm. James Fife, 
jr., USN, has been shifted to Admiral 
Fife’s headquarters as personnel officer.

Friedland H. Carde, USN, pre- 
viously stationed at the Naval Research 
Laboratory, Washington, D. C. 

Admiral Fife, accompanied by officers 
of the Submarine Base at New London, 
is currently making an inspection trip 
to Key West and Balboa. Also accom- 
panying the Admiral is Capt. W. L. Pryor, 
jr., USN, commanding officer of the Navy 
Underwater Sound Laboratory.

Help in Quarters 

In the new Naval budget provision is 
made for authority to assign civilian em- 
ployees or enlisted personnel for service 
in the quarters of female officers and in 
the residence of quarters of Naval at- 
taches abroad as authorized by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. Such assignments 
would constitute an exception to the 
statutory requirement that no enlisted 
person or civilian employee should be 
assigned to officers’ quarters on shore for 
duty as a cook, waiter or servant, except 
in case of those who have specifically 
enlisted for this duty. 

It was explained that this change was 
requested primarily to make it possible 
to assign enlisted Waves to these duties 
in the quarters of nurses and Wave ofli- 
cers.

Marine Rifle-Pistol Trials 

Marine Corps rifle and pistol division 
competitions for 1949 will be held dur- 
ing the months of April, May and June, 
according to tentative plans. 

Divided into three groups, the compe- 
titions will be held at the Marine Corps 
Recruit Depot, San Diego, Calif., for 
the Western Division (and personnel of 
the Pacific Ocean Area) during the 
period 18-23 April; at the Marine Bar- 
racks, Camp Lejeune, N. C., for the South- 
eastern Division, during the period 16-21 
May; and at the Marine Corps Schools, 
Quantico, Va., for the Eastern Division, 
during the period 30 May to 4 June.

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Services in Inaugural Parade 


Units of all Armed Services this week 
were being readied for participation in 
the mammoth parade following the inan- 
guration of President Harry 8. Truman 
on 20 Jan. General Omar N. Bradley, 
Army Chief of Staff and Grand Marshal 
of the parade, has released General 
Orders No. 1, which reveals the National 
Military Establishment representation. 

With General Bradley, Admiral Louis 
E. Denfeld, Chief of Naval Operations, 
and General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air 
Force Chief of Staff, will ride in an open 
sedan at the head of the marchers. 

Next in the line of march will be the 
United States Army Band and one platoon 
of the 3d Infantry Regiment, which will 
provide an escort for President Truman 
and Vice President Alben W. Barkley. 
After the President and Vice President 
will come members of the Cabinet, includ- 
ing Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall, whose retirement becomes effective 
after the inauguration, and Secretary of 
Defense James Forrestal. 


Then, the United States Marine Corps 
Band will march down historic Pennsy]- 
vania Ave., followed by the first division 
of the parade, for which Lt. Col. D. P. 
ribbs, USA, is deputy marshal to Under 
Secretary of the Interior Oscar L. Chap- 
man, 

This division includes the Cadet First 
Captain and Staff, U. S. Corps of Cadets, 
U. S. Military Academy Band, and the 
first and second regiments of the U. S. 
Corps of Cadets, Riding with the District 
commissioners will be Brig. Gen. Gordon 
R. Young, USA, one of the three heads 
of the D. C. government. 

Representative John W. McCormack, 
(D-Mass.), is marshal for the second di- 
vision and Capt. Atherton Macondrey, 
USN, is his deputy. Marchers include the 
Brigade Commander and Staff, U. S. 
Brigade of Midshipmen, the U. S. Naval 
Academy Band, and two regiments of 
three battalions each, U. S. Brigade of 
Midshipmen. 

Under Secretary of the Treasury Ed- 
ward H. Foley, jr., is marshal of the 
third division and Capt. Stephen N.

The Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices met 12 Jan. for the first time, and 
received from Secretary of Defense For- 
restal the list of legislation he deems of 
highest priority. The committee was in- 
formed that the request for blanket 
authority to send military missions any- 
where in the world, which was originally 
the number one item on the priority list, 
will not be pressed and may be dropped. 

The Committee decided to meet each 
Tuesday at 10:30 a.m. It also decided to 
modify its rule on nominations by re- 
quiring that they be held in the committee 
only seven instead of ten days as here- 
tofore. 

Mr. John G. Adams, Chief Clerk of the 
Committee, outlined to the committee the 
legislation which Mr. Forrestal plans to 
submit.

WAC Gets Regular Commission 

Maj. Beatrice I. Ringgold, WAC, Staff 
Director for WAC personnel assigned to 
The Surgeon General’s Office, received her 
commission in the Regular Army in a 
ceremony at the Pentagon 10 Jan., in the 
office of Maj. Gen. Raymond Bliss, with 
Brigadier General Armstrong, Deputy 
Surgeon General and heads’of the six 
Corps of the Medical Department attend- 
ing. 
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Army and Propaganda 

A Congressional Committee, in a report 
released this week, expressed surprise 
that the Army has been issuing publica- 
tions on subjects of “controversial, politi- 
eal nature” and suggested that instead of 
doing this through the printed “Armed 
forces Talks” it should present both sides 
of such questions by means of “outstand- 
ing editorials from our free American 
press.” 

The report resulted from an investiga- 
tion conducted last Spring into the “Army 
Talks” publications by the Committee on 
Expenditures in the Fixecutive Depart- 
ments with which some members of the 
Committee on Education and Labor co- 
operated. The report was submitted in the 
last days of the 80th Oongress but just 
came from the printer this week. 

The report states: 

“There is a legitimate question as to the 
necessity or desirability of the Army requir- 
ing compulsory attendance of our soldiers at 
discussions conducted by officers on contro- 
versial political questions, 

“We were completely surprised at the reve- 
lation through this investigation that the 
Army was engaging in this sort of activity. 

“This is a fundamental question worthy of 
the serious attention of the Congress as a 
whole, 

“We recommend that if the Department of 
the Army desires to continue this activity, it 
should submit to the Congress a request for 
specific legislative authority. 

“We are more concerned immediately, how- 
ever, with the medium used as a basis in con- 
ducting these discussions; that is, the Army 
Talks, prepared, some by the Army and some 
by writers not in the service, but published 
by or at the instance of the Department of 
the Army, and whose content because they 
are so prepared and published, undoubtedly 
will be accepted by many of our soldiers as 
gospel truth. 

“The Army should avoid attempting to in- 
doctrinate the men in ‘tthe service on con- 
troversial politica) questions, Officers are re- 
quired to refrain from political activities; it 
would be inconsistent to permit the Army to 
“politically” educate the men. 

“Your committee is of the firm opinion and 
recommends that the Army should desist 
from writing or causing to be written or cir- 
culated articles on subjects not of a military 
character and which are or may be of a con- 
troversial, political nature, 

“We were told that in selecting topics for 
these Army Talks, close attention is given 
to subjects in which the general public is 
currently interested. 

“This being the case and in the event 
legislative authority is received for a con- 
tinuance of these compulsory discussion hour 
sessions in the Army, we see less difficulty 
and at the same time a savings to be effected, 
in using as a basis for such discussions out- 
standing editorials from our free American 
press, pro and con articles written by recog- 
nized American writers and which are abun- 
dantly available, and numerous other basic 
informationa] publications; provided that the 
Army makes it clear that it neither accepts nor 
rejects and does not favor or disfavor any 
opinion, idea, view, or conclusion expressed in 
such publications, Such a plan of operation 
entails full freedom on the part of all partict- 
pants to dispute or disagree with any or all 
statements of such nonmilitary writers and 
may reasonably be expected to result in a 
healthier discussion of questions. If our sol- 
diers need guidance in the ways of good 
citizenship, we think this is the American 
way.”

Faced with budgetary limitations, 
necessitating revisions of earlier plan- 
ning, the Air Force disclosed this week 
that it will conentrate on construction of 
heavy bombers, cancelling contracts for 
other aircraft in order to add more long- 
range bombers to its striking force. 

This is being done, an official announce- 
ment said, “to achieve a more effective 
Air Force-in-being with minimum delay.” 

Readjustment of contracts will free ap- 
proximately $300,000,000 for the pro- 
curement of a “substantial number” of 
B-36’s and extensive modernization and 
improvement of other B-36's and B-50’s 
now on contract. 

To do this, the Air Force has cancelled 
the final 51 of the 190 North American 
B-45’s. The 51 planes were to be built 
next year. 

Also cancelled were production plans 
for 30 Northrop RB-49’s; 118 North 
American F-93’s; 30 Northrop C-125’s 
and 10 Kellet H-10 helicopters. 

The role which airmen expect the 

-36’s and B-50’s to play in strategic 
bombing is indicated by the pioneer ac- 
cemplishments of the giant planes dur- 
ing 1948. 

In May, a Consolidated-Vultee B-36 
flew approximately 8,000 statute miles, 
carrying a sizable useful load of dummy 
bombs which were dropped midway in 
the flight, at an average ground speed of 
220 miles an hour. 

Two months later, a B-36 flew a test 
mission under simulated combat condi- 
tions of approximately 6,000 miles at an 
average air speed of more than 300 miles 
an hour, having taken off at a gross 
weight of more than 300,000 pounds, the 
heaviest load ever lifted by an airplane. 

And early in December, a B-36 flew 
over 8,000 miles in about 35 hours from 
Fort Worth, Texas, to Honolulu and back, 
earrying a useful load of simulated 
bombs which were dropped, at the half- 
way mark, in the ocean off Honolulu. 

On the same two days as the last B-36 
flight, a Boeing B-50 flew 9,400 miles 
non-stop on a circuitous route befween 
Fort Worth and the Hawaiian Islands 
and return in slightly more than 40 
hours. B-29s which had been modified as 
aerial tankers made three air-to-air re- 
fueling contacts during the flight. Half- 
way a sizable useful load of bombs was 
dropped ia the ocean. 

Defense officials revealed that Secre- 
tary Forrestal would give the Air Force 
proposals detailed study. Under provisions 
of the Aircraft Procurement Oct of 1948, 
the Secretary of Defense is required to 
send to the Research and Development 
Board and the Munitions Board requests 
for readjustments in aircraft procure- 
ment by the Air Force and Navy. 

The RDB and the Munitions Board, in 
turn, are charged “in the conduct of their 
respective reviews” with responsibility 
“for proper coordination which may be 
required with the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and with each other, and for securing 
from the Air Force or Navy any elabora- 
tion of project data, either in oral or 
written form as may be deemed advisa- 
ble.” 

Following this action and review of 
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recommendations by his budget aides, 
Secretary Forrestal submits to the Bu- 
reau of the Budget and to the White 
House his approval or disapproval of 
the plans. 

It has been reported that Army offi- 
cials are concerned about the curtailment 
of aircraft which could be used in sup- 
port of ground troops. Presumably, this 
issue will be scrutinized by the RDB and 
the Munitions Board and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff before the Secretary of Defense 
makes his findings known to the Presi- 
dent, who has the final say on the reallo- 
eation of such contracts.

Lt. Gen. Idwall H. Edwards, Director 
of Personnel and Administration for the 
United States Air Force, lectured 10 Jan.

Citing this year’s graduating cadets as 
the source of future air commanders, he 
described as the goal of a comprehensive 
training program, an officer who is not 
only expert in his profession but also 
broadly educated in “the forces which 
unite to shape our civilization” and the 
moral duties to society imposed by the 
advent of such new weapons as the atomic 
bomb. Of interest was mention of the 
proposed plan for graduates of the Naval 
Academy to enter the Air Force, now be- 
ing considered in Washington. 

General Edwards pointed out the great 
need for non-flying officer personnel and 
listed broad career fields for such men, 
including engineering, law, business ad- 
ministration and psychology, all with 
government-sponsored schooling. 





Air Force Personnel 


During fiscal year 1948, the Air Force 
recovered further from the effects of the 
rapid postwar disintegration, which 
tumbled personnel strength from 2,314,- 
000 on VE Day to 303,614 on 1 June, 1947, 
but progress is required to meet new 
goals, Secretary W. Stuart Symington 
said this week. 

In his first annual report, the Air 
Force Secretary noted that on 30 June, 
1948, the Air Force had 61,056 officers 
and 337.673 enlisted personnel. For fiscal 
year 1948, he said, the goal is 61,963 offi- 
cers and 382,537 enlisted men, this to be 
accomplished despite the fact that 127,- 
000 enlisted men will become eligible for 
separation in this period. Secretary 
Symington anticipated a re-enlistment 
rate of approximately 60 per cent. 

A shortage of qualified Aviation 
Cadets persists, Secretary Symington re- 
vealed and said the $75 per month pay 
for cadets and the non-availability of 
veterans attending college under the GI 
Bill of Rights are deterrent factors.

The following are highlights from the 
section on “Conclusions and Recom- 
mendations” in the report of General 
Hoyt 8S. Vandenberg, Air Force Chief of 
Staff, incorporated in the first annual 
report of Secretary W. Stuart Symington 
to Secretary of Defense James Forrestal: 


A Sound Organizational Structure 

The Air Force is now organized around one 
basic principle—that the organization shall 
be fitted to the job, rather than the job to 
the organization. Traditionalism and vested 
interests have been sacrificed to achieve econ- 
omy and efficiency. The absorption of many 
new functions and responsibilities has been 
accomplished without serious organizational 
dislocation or difficulty despite personnel 
strength limitations, and the present organi- 
zation has proved to be basically sound, flex- 
ible, and effective. 

Maximum Return for Funds Invested 

An effective Air Force is life insurance for 
the Nation. The dangers of the present world 
situation have increased the amount of insur- 
ance required to such an extent that the Air 
Force now constitutes a major national in- 
vestment. The size of the investment required 
depends primarily upon the magnitude of the 
job which the Air Force must be prepared to 
do. This is a factor over which the Air Force 
has no control, We are responsible, however, 
that the citizens of the Nation receive the 
maximum protection which can be provided 
for the funds they have invested. 

Adaptation to New Operating Conditions 

Development of the science of warfare since 
World War II has been so rapid that a con- 
stant program of orientation and familiariza- 
tion training has been necessary. Air Force 
units have prepared themselves to use and 
maintain many new types of equipment. A 
number of operational units in the Strategic 
Air Command have acquired experience in 
operations over distant areas. Following the 
same rotational plan, operational units have 
also undergone extensive training in over- 
coming the extreme difficulties encountered in 
Arctic areas, 


Three Elements of Strength 
Progress in one field of activity must often 
be balanced by progress in another in order 
to consolidate our gains and prepare for fur- 
ther advances, We are faced at present with 
many problems of this type, which require 
increased attention in order not to undermine 
the basic elements of our present and future 
strength. An Air Force consists principally 
of equipment, facilities, and people. I wish to 
point out here certain important considera- 
tions with respect to the equipment, facilities, 
and people of the Air Force. 
Planning for Improved Performance 

Our most demonstrable and impressive ad- 
vances are in the field of materiel—in the im- 
proved performance of Air Force equipment. 
Improved performance today is no mere trick 
or stunt, but the result of extensive, combined 
effort; in few cases can it be traced to the 
ideas or efforts of single individuals. The Air 
Force must depend largely upon civilian 
science and industry for the development and 
production of its materiel. Civilian science and 
industry depend more and more upon long- 
range planning and long-range programs. The 
Statutory limitation of 1 year for obligation 
and 2 additional years for expenditure of 
funds is a traditional but increasingly expen- 
Sive provision. If we are to keep pace with 
modern practice, we must be authorized to 
obligate and expend funds over an extended 
Period of time. 

Concentrated Development and Testing 

Revolutionary changes in airplanes and ac- 
cessories present many problems of research 
and testing. The development of new types is 
always a gamble and today the gambles and 
Stakes are greater than ever. Failure to pro- 
vide adequate development facilities increases 
the odds against success. It appears beyond 
argument that we must develop new, high-per- 
formance equipment, and unless we have the 
facilities for operating and testing these 
articles rapidly and thoroughly, great wast- 
age of time, effort, and resources will be un- 
avoidable. 

An Air Engineering Development Center, for 
the testing and perfecting of advanced de- 
signs, will fille gap in our modernization pro- 
stam which now delays us, A joint long- 
Tange proving ground for guided missiles is 
another necessary investment to care for the 
heeds of the other services as well as of the 
Air Force, 

Cemmanieations and Defense 

Communications equipment is becoming 
More complex at a greater rate than aircraft. 

the same time such ejuipment is becoming 
more important to our operations. We must 
direct repeated attention to the necessity for 
catching up in our production and use of this 
equipment. Our command communications 
system, inherited from World War II, is now 
obsolete and no provision has been made for 
its replacement, 

Conservation ef Air Field and Operating 

Facilities 

Modernization of equipment produces a re- 
Qirement for improvement in airfield facili- 
ties in some locations, while an increase in 
oumbers of planes operated requires rehabili- 
tation and repair in other locations. Failure 
Make proper provisions for construction 





and repair of airfield and operating facilities 
simply reduces the usefulness and value of 
our new equipment, At the end of fiscal year 
1948 only 64.5 percent of the 70-group require- 
ments in airfield facilities were available. 
New construction funds available for the en- 
suing year will increase this percentage by 
only three-tenths of 1 percent. A preponderant 
percentage of facilities available to the Air 
Force are of World War II construction, since 
there were very few Air Force establishments 
comparable to the permanent bases and sta- 
tions of the other services prior to the period 
of emergency. The Air Force is now dependent 
upon emergency construction which was care- 
fully calculated under the policy of “Spartan 
simplicity” to last only a few years. These 
facilities are not merely inadequate today— 
in many instances they are collapsing. They 
require replacement rather than repair, yet 
there has been inadequate provision even for 
repair, 
Obtaining, Training, and Retaining Compe- 

tent Personnel 

The adequate, balanced, and carefully 
timed provision of equipment and facilities is 
basic in our program, but the acquisition, 
training, and retention of suitable people is 
our most pressing and challenging problem. 
In the final analysis, Air Force personnel must 
plan, maintain, and operate all facilities and 
equipment. 

Maximum Utilization of Available Skills 

The initation of our enlisted-career pro- 
gram isa step in this direction. The establish- 
ment of career specialties for officers, partic- 
ularly for nonflying officers who constitute 
an increasing percentage of our _ officer 
strength, is another step. Proposals for the 
special employment of civilian experts and 
consultants and profitable school assignments 
for civilian employees engaged in research 
and study indicate other steps which should 
be authorized. The latter proposal is most 
applicable in highly specialized fields of 
scientific endeavor where shortages of trained 
people, both civilian and military, handicap 
the Air Force at present. 

Competition for the Services of Competent 

People 

Career planning and increasing specializa- 
tion are simply methods for achieving the 
maximum use of searce skills. The major prob- 
lems which demand solution now depend 
upon the ability of the Air Force to acquire 
and retain the services of individuals qualified 
to conduct its activities and perform its mis- 
sion. No matter how great the recognized im- 
portance of its mission, and the extensive 
long-range preparation required to perform 
it, the Air Force must today compete in an 
open market for the people who can do its 
job. The techniques of organizing, maintain- 
ing. and utilizing the highly technical imple- 
ments of modern air warfare demand abili- 
ties which cannot be produced in months, or 
in many cases, even in years of training. This 
is true today, not only of high-level military 
command and civilian supervisory functions, 
but also of some functions performed by lower 
enlisted and civil-service grades, 

Critical Shortages of Skilled Specialists 

Throughout this report there is the recur- 
rent phrase, “a critical shortage of skilled 
specialists.””’ Ingenious and difficult schemes 
for alleviating this shortage have been em- 
ployed: cross training, on-the-job training, 
multiple assignment, and other schemes to 
make one man serve for two or more. Some 
temporary successes have been achieved by 
these efforts, but they are makeshift in nature 
and offer no dependable solution, The fact re- 
mains that shortages of many types of trained 
personnel for the 55-group phase of the 70- 
group program cannot be met until the end 
of the fiscal year 1949, 1 year after the 55- 
group operational readiness date. 

Balancing Gains and Losses of Trained 

Individuals 

There are two basic reasons for these short- 
ages. The first is the inability to attract a 
sufficient number of individuals who are quali- 
fied or readily trainable in the critically short 











specialties. The other is the inability to retain 
the services of individuals trained or experi- 
enced in these specialties. During fiscal year 
1948 the total accessions and separations of 
civilians amounted to 89 percent of the num- 
ber of civilians employed. One hundred and 
twenty-seven thousand enlisted men, more 
than one-third of the total number in the Air 
Force, will be discharged in fiscal year 1949. 
Surveys indicate that no more than 60 per- 
cent of these will reenlist, and the losses will 
include a high proportion of skilled special- 
ists. One major command estimates that skil- 
led personne! losses will exceed gains in the 
first half of fisca! year 1949. Many operational 
units have experienced a personnel turn-over 
in excess of 100 percent during one year. 
Shortages often run as high as 50 percent of 
the military occupational specialties author- 
ized, 

Family Welfare and Quarters for Dependents 

The principal cause of losses in skilled per- 
sonnel is lack of adequate housing. Only one- 
quarter of Air Force personnel entitled to 
quarters for dependents were provided such 
quarters, Naturally, reliable individuals feel 
a responsibility for the welfare of their fami- 
lies. Because of necessary instability of as- 
signment and moderate rates of pay, military 
personnel] holding responsible positions are 
often unable to compete for housing available 
in civilian communities. Many Air Force bases 
are semiisolated or completely isolated, so 
that inadequate housing has compelled the 
great majority of individuals entitled to de- 
pendent housing to break up family life for 
months and even years, often with no definite 
assurance of being able to resume normal 
family living at any future date if they remain 
with the Air Force. Under these conditions, 
men holding responsible positions and pos- 
sessing abilities and skills for which there is a 
demand in civil life can scarcely be expected 
to remain in military service or employment 
indefinitely, even with good pay and consider- 
ate treatment. The normal course of duty in 
the Air Force involves considerable separa- 
tion at best, particularly in operational or- 
ganizations with global responsibilities such 
as units of the Strategic Air Command, It is 
inevitable that the most experienced, most 
skilled, and most valuable men in such or- 
ganizations fee] they are entitled to live with 
their families some of the time and expect 
that some provision will be made for their 
dependents while they are absent on distant 
duty. 

The Air Force is now responsible for its 
own repair, utilities, and new construction. 
The provision of family housing at isolated 
stations has been a primary objective of our 
construction program for the past 2 years, 
but funds have been lacking. It has been im- 
possible to secure funds even for badly 
needed rehabilitation and repair. Reasons for 
slow progress in these construction programs 
are well understood by our people, but any 
continued failure to make definite efforts and 
commitments in this direction will cause 
many of them to feel that we have failed to 
keep faith. 

Efficient Facilities for Troops and Training 

Troop housing has also been seriously de- 
ficient, Many units have been housed for years 
in emergency-type billets which are in a poor 
state of repair, This situation not only lowers 
morale and efficiency and causes personnel 
losses; it also interferes with the training of 
replacements, A recent survey of maintenanee, 
administrative, radar, and communications 
graduates of our technical schools disclosed 
that many were lacking in abilities desired 
by the commands. This was found to result 
not only from their extreme youth (the av- 
erage Air Force recruit was 17.7 years of 
age) but also from the use of obsolete equip- 
ment in training, poor housing for students, 
and poor training-station facilities. 

Providing for Dependable Leadership 

Despite the glamor which supposedly sur- 
rounds flying activities, we hive already en- 
countered difficulty in our efforts to secure 
qualified applicants for cadet training, and 
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this difficulty will increase as our recuire- 
ments increase. We cannot lower our require- 
ments without going back to relatively simple 
airplanes which would be ineffective in future 
air combat, We must secure an improvement 
in our cadet program, providing a reasonable 
increase in pay and allowances above that 
of the lowest-paid enlisted man. Although we 
have an adequate number of pilots at present, 
deficiencies will develop rapidly in a few 
years, We have had an insufficient number 
of officers possessing critical skills and ex- 
perience accepting recall to active duty, Our 
regular officer cadre is the most permanent 
and dependable element of our personnel 
structure and in situations like the present 
the desirability of strengthening and improv- 
ing this group becomes most apparent. Only 
33 per cent of Regular Air Force officers are 
college graduates, The percentage in the other 
services is much higher, yet the Air Force 
alone lacks an academy to supply higher edu- 
cational needs, As a unification measure the 
Air Force has requested that two-thirds of 
its yearly increment be graduates of the Army 
and Navy academies, but this proposal has 
not been accepted, 

Medical Service for Airmen 

One of our most serious health and morale 
problems results from a shortage of medical 
officers and dentists, Although the health of 
Air Force personnel was at a high level dur- 
ing fiseai year 1948, a decline, particularly 
among dependents, may be expected as the 
shortage of docters becomes more acute. 
There was a decline in the dental health of 
Air Force personnel, due to a continving 
shortage of dentists, Lack of housing and ‘n- 
adequate compensation in comparison with 
opportunities in private practice are major 
reasons why medical officers avoid military 
service. but studies have indicated that the 
inability of the Air Force to offer desirable 
medical eareers under its own planning and 
control has prevented us from securing or re- 
taining the services of many individuals who 
would otherwise be available. 

An Effective Reserve Program 

The necessity for establishment of an M- 
day Air Force during fiscal year 1948 diverted 
emphasis from the program for our reserves. 
Efforts must be directed toward greater in- 
ducement to service in reserve components. 
Disability and death benefits should be ex- 
tended to personne! of the reserve components 
of the armed services while on active duty. 

Unification in Officer Assignment 

As a further implementation of unification 
and to permit the best possible utilization of 
skills within the National Military Establish- 
ment, officers should be permitted to trans- 
fer between the services without loss of 
rights, provided the transfer is approved by 
the services concerned,

AKEN as a whole the President’s budget for National Defense for the fiscal year 

1950 is disappointing to those who feel that the cold war which is raging calls 
for further strengthening of our Military Establishment. Under the new budget the 
Armed Forces will remain at approximately their present strength. The increased 
outlay provided by the budget would add very few men to our active military strength, 
nor would it provide substantial amounts of new ships, planes and armament in 
the immediate future. It would strengthen the Reserves, and provide some additions 
to the physical plant. It is gratifying to note that the President has included 400 
million dollars to cover anticipated increases in Service pay and allowances, Military 
personnel are also glad to know that some provision, though inadequate, is made 
for the long overdue program of constructing family housing at permanent stations. 
In the face of considerable opposition the President adhered to his conviction that 
Universal Military Training is essential to our security and inserted an item of 
$600,000,000 to start this project, which would cost two billion dollars annually when 
fully operative. This controversial proposal was almost immediately attacked by 
members of Congress and it seems unlikely that it will be adopted. Unfortunately 
the 70-Group expansion program of the Air Force will be materially delayed, if the 
President’s budget estimates are approved. Very substantial increases in appropria- 
tions, both for personnel and for aircraft, will be necessary if progress is to be made 
toward the goal in air power which the experts believe to be the minimum essential 
to our security. Similarly additional funds should be provided the Navy for sub- 
marines and anti-submarine vessels and equipment. The Army should be materially 
enlarged to enable it to carry out its assigned responsibilities. Congress must 
scrutinize carefully the President’s recommendations and it should so adjust them 
as to make the increases needed to maintain satisfactory progress toward the 70- 
Group Air Force program, the construction of new naval vessels, and the building of a 
capable Mobile Defense Force for the Army. 


HE Hawley Board, appointed by the Secretary of Defense to survey the medical 

and hospital facilities of the Armed Forces, has made a realistic report, in which 
it rejects the suggestion that Service patients be cared for in civilian hospitals under 
the supervision of another Government department. Its declaration of the funda- 
mental principle that hospitalization of military personnel, in peace and war, is the 
responsibility of the Armed Forces will meet with general approval. It recommends 
the consolidation of facilities, where feasible, with a resultant saving of some 7,000 
hospital beds, and the maintenance of considerably fewer hospitals. Critics had 
pointed out that many Service hospitals were not being utilized to capacity and that 
in spite of available facilities new hospitals were being constructed. The board 
found some justification for this criticism and has recommended the closing of three 
general hospitals, the reduction of three others to the status of station hospitals, and 
the transforming of 48 station hospitals into dispensaries, The common use of medical 
facilities by the Army, Navy and Air Force is prescribed in many cases, with staffs 
drawn from the participating Services. When practicable beds in Service hospitals 
would he assigned to the Veterans’ Administration when other facilities were not 
available for veterans. Joint use would also be made of civilian consultants and 
outstanding medical specialists of the various Services. The Board fee's that it 
would be more economical to retain some excess hospital capacity than to spend huge 
sums to meet the needs of an emergency. It also favors a reasonable degree of dis- 
persion of facilities to cope with any possible bombing attack. The relatively small 
available reserve of hospital capacity recommended for retention would be only 
sufficient to meet probable requirements of the first three months of a general 
mobilization. The health of the members of the Armed Forces, whether afloat or 
ashore, on overseas duty or on domestic service, is a prime responsibility of the 
Military Establishment. It should not be delegated to any other agency. As the 
Board points out, any lowering of standards of medical care would have a serious 
effect on the morale and efficiency of the Armed Forces. Thtir health must be 
preserved and maintained by the medical departments of the National Military 
Establishment. It is fortunate that this report has been made available at this time, 
thus permitting the Hoover Commission on Reorganization of the Government to 
take its recommendations into consideration, together with that of its own sub- 
committee, before preparing its final report to Congress.

DMIRAL Joseph F. Farley, Coast 
Guard Commandant, has announced 
that examinations for the appointment 
of qualified merchant marine officers as 
commissioned officers in the Coast Guard 
will be held for the first time on 4, 5 and 
6 April in all District Coast Guard Head- 
quarters and at units in Chicago, Balti- 
more, San Juan, Puerto Rico, and Ketchi- 
kan, Alaska, 

At the present time, nearly all per- 
sonnel engaged in Coast Guard merchant 
marine safety activities are former mem- 
bers of the Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation, who came into the Coast 
Guard in 1946. 

“In the future,” Admiral Farley said, 
“the merchant marine safety functions of 
the Coast Guard will be administered by 
a group of officers drawn from the mer- 
chant marine and Coast Guard.” 

Admiral Farley said the career of an 
officer inducted from the merchant ma- 
rine will follow the same general pattern 





as for other officers of his rank, but added 
that most assignments will be to duty in 
connection with merchant marine safety.

Stantly change 1s conditions require. The size 
of the Air Force is better indicated by the 
number and size of aircraft, rather than by 
the number of groups. The number of first 
and second-line aircraft I have recommended 
for the Air Force for the fiscal year 1950 is 
9.200. As you will note from my message, this 
budget represents a better balance between 
the various components of military strength 
than we have had in the past. To provide in 
the next budget a still better use of our mili- 
tary dollars, lam planning to recommend sub- 
stantial improvements in the organization of 
the National Military Establishment. The 
funds provided by Congress for the Air Force 
in the fiscal year 1949 were intended to pro- 
vide an increas» in the number of first and 
second-line aircraft to 10,297 by 30 June 1949. 
The Air Force has reduced this number by 
700 training planes as the result of revised 
training requirements, The approximately 400 
other planes to be dropped are largely Army 
support planes which were planned for tac- 
tical purposes. 

“Also it should be borne in mind that the 
Air Force Reserve and the Air National Guard 
will grow in strength in 1970. In the Air Na- 
tional Guard it is contemplated that strength 
will increase from 35,000 to 49,500 by 1 July 
1950.”’ 

The limitation of air strength in the 
new budget applies to the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, as well as to the Air Force. 
At present Naval Aviation and the Ma- 
rines have 8550 planes. but under the 
new budget the number would be reduced 
to 7450. 

Proponents of air power are numerous 
in Congress and cutting back the Air ex- 
pansion program is likely to arouse more 
controversy than any other feature of the 
National Defense budget. 

The appropriations requested for an 
average Army strength of 677,000 for 
1951 will make it possible to maintain 
ten divisions at increased strengths, to- 
gether with 59 battalions. The budget 
also provides for ground units of an aver- 
age strength of 325.000 in the National 
Guard and 230,000 in Organized Reserve 
units in regular training status. Occu- 
pation duties in Germany, Austria and 
Japan and service at outlying bases will 
engage about 40 per cent of the Army 
strength overseas in 1950. 

The active fleet of the Navy in 1950 
will be 731 ships. including 281 combat 
vessels. Estimated expenditure for Naval 
ship construction in 1950 totals 406 mil- 
lion dollars, an increase of 100 millions 
over the 1949 figure. Including construc- 
tion this year more than one billion dol- 
lars in new Naval ships, under present 
authorizations, remain to be completed 
in 1950 and later years. Among other 
ships now under construction or projected 
is the new 165,000-ton flush-deck super- 
earrier. Among the new authorizations 
requested in the budget is one calling for 
52 million dollars for new ships to be sub- 
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stituted for other tween  eeteute aur 
thorized. 

The budget calls for acceleration of the 
projected expansion of the Reserves of all 
Armed Forces, as directed by the Presi- 
dent’s recent Executive Order. BExpendi- 
tures for civilian components, exclusive 
of construction of facilities, are estimated 
for 1950 at 760 million dollars, an in- 
crease of 30 per cent over the current 
year, and double those of last year. The 
requested new appropriations would make 
it possible to maintain 949,000 officers and 
men in regular training status in ground, 
Naval and air units, as compared with 
the present figure of 655,000. 

Expenditures for research and develop- 
ment in 1950 are estimated at 505 million 
dollars, or 52 millions less than this year. 
About half the money to be spent will be 
devoted to aeronautical projects. 

Increased emphasis is placed by the 
budget on plans for industrial mobiliza- 
tion. Programs for cooperating with in- 
dustry and related activities within the 
Military Establishment are being in- 
creased. Continued maintenance of tools, 
and standby plants, the coordination and 
standardization of cataloging, and a 
greater integration of current procure- 
ment with mobilization plans are con- 
templated. The budget recommends ap- 
propriations of 129 million dollars for 
such purposes in 1950, as contrasted with 
current annual expenditures of 57 mil- 
lions. 

To add to our stockpile of strategic and 
critical materials the budget plans ex- 
penditures of 525 million dollars for 
1950, an increase of 175 millions over 
the current year. By 30 June 1950 the 
stockpile is expected to contain vital ma- 
terials valued at about 1.6 billion dollars. 
The total objective is a stock valued at 
8.7 billion dollars, and with contemplated 
expenditures and recommended contract 
authorizations the materials on hand and 
authorized would reach a value of 2.3 bil- 
lion dollars, though deliveries would lag 
somewhat behind authorizations. 

The text of that portion of the Budget 
Message of the President containing his 
recommendations pertaining to appropri- 
ations and obligational authorizations for 
National Defense purposes are published 
elsewhere in this issue. 

In the introduction to his budget mes- 
sage the President made the following 
direct references to National Defense: 

* * * Necessary increases in our national 
defense program are expected to result in ad- 
ditional expenditures in 1950 of 2.5 billion 
dollars, or 21 per cent over 1949. * * * 

“* * * In existing circumstances economic 
strength is not enough to assure continued In- 
dependence to free peoples. Under the Charter 
of the United Nations, therefore, we have been 
discussing with some of the Western European 
countries measures designed to increase the 
security of the North Atlantic area. To further 
this objective, I expect later to request funds 
for providing military supplies to those coun- 
tries and to certain other countries where 
the provision of such assistance is important 
to our national security. It is not possible now 
to predict accurately what will be needed, 
and I have therefore included no allowance 
in the budget, The fact that additional funds 
will be required emphasizes even more strong- 
ly the need for increased revenues in the 
years ahead. , F 

“While we believe that active participation 
in the work of the United Nations and sup- 
port of the economic recovery and growing 
strength of free nations are the most impor- 
tant steps we can take toward peace, we must 
also maintain adequate national defense 
forces. In this budget, expenditures for na- 
tional defense are estimated to total 14.3 bil- 
lion dollars in 1950, compared to 11.8 billion 
dollars for 1849. New authorizations recom- 
mended for national defense in 1950 total 15.9 
billion dollars, Defense expenditures to main- 
tain the present program are expected to be 
higher in 1951, as a resuit of expanding pro- 
grams now under way and large orders al- 
ready placed for aircraft, ships, and other 
material and equipment, which will be de- 
livered and paid for in the next few years. 

“The military forces recommended in this 
Budget are the most powerful this country 
has ever maintained in peacetime. The prin- 
cipal objective we should have in mind in 
planning for our national defense at this time 
is to build a foundation of military strength 
which ean be sustained for a period of years 
without excessive strain on our productive re- 
sources, and which will permit rapid expan- 
sion should the need arise. The recommenda- 
tions in this Budget move toward this ob- 
jective. I believe that they will permit this 
Nation to maintain a proper military pre- 
paredness in the present uncertain pe- 
riod, © 9°” 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Fereign Affairs—President Truman in his Budget Message to the Congress re- 
quests appropriations of 6.7 billion dollars to cover expenditures for international 
aid and finance for the fiscal year 1950. This is about 500 million dollars less than 
the estimate for these purposes for the current fiscal year. This item in the new 
budget covers Marshall Plan aid to Western Europe and other foreign assistance 
programs, such as contemplated aid to Greece, Turkey, China and Korea. Relief for 
occupied areas in Germany and Japan is largely covered by a billion dollar item in 
the military budget. 

The new budget does not contain any specific request for projected military 
assistance for the five Western Buropean countries which are now discussing a 
North Atlantic Security alliance with the United States and Canada. However, the 
President stated in his message that it was proposed to furnish such assistance to 
those countries, as Well as to other countries where such assistance is important 
to our security. Estimates to cover the cost of military supplies and equipment for 
these friendly countries will be submitted later. The whole question of foreign affairs 
will be the subject of a special message which the President will send to Congress 
in the near future. 

The National Defense section of the President’s budget accounts for 34 per cent 
of the total, and the funds sought are to be divided approximately equally among 
the Army, Navy and Air Foree. This represents a higher ratio for the Navy and Air 
Force than in any other country for which budgetary figures are available. In the 
new British defense budget 483 per cent goes to the Army, while the Navy and Air 
Force each receive 28.5 per cent. In other countries the Army’s share runs as high 
as 70 per cent. 

The British defense budget represents a drastic and, in the opinion of many, 
a dangerous reduction in military strength. The estimated requirements amount to 
2.77 billion dollars, or about 20 per cent of the defense budget of the United States. 
The British army budget is 25 per cent less than that for last year. In two years 
Britain’s ground forces have been cut by 60 per cent, and by the end of this year 
will total only 300,000 men, with more than half overseas. The British Navy and the 
Royal Air Force will each receive about 700 million dollars, but in addition the 
Air Force will receive $200 million for new planes. 

During the week a critical situation arose in Palestine that pointed to the 
possibility of Britain using some of its curtailed armed forces in the Holy Land. 
Five British reconnaissance planes were shot down by Israeli forces near the 
Egyptian frontier. This greatly angered the British foreign office and sharp retalia- 
tony measures were feared. British troops and Naval vessels were alerted and 
for a time the situation was fraught with dangerous possibilities. However, prompt 
conciliatory action by our State Department relieved the tension and prevented the 
develo) ment of further serious incidents. In the meantime peace talks between the 
Jews and PMigyptians were begun on the island of Rhodes under the general supervision 
of United Nations Mediator Raiph ‘Bunche. 

In China the apparent disintegration of the nationalist gevernment continues. 
The Gentral Yuan, or Council, has called upon both the nationalists and the Com- 
muniats to stop the war, intimating that any official will step aside in order to 
facilitate peace negotiations. Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese Ambassador to the United 
States, declared that a compromise of the civil war in Chima was vital to werld 
peace. The.exodus of Chinese officials from Nanking is being accelerated. Some are 
moving to Canton and Chungking. Others are going to Formosa, and still others 
are deserting their posts to seek oblivion in their native villages. 

Reports persist that the government is making roundabout peace overtures. 
However, the victorious Reds, seeking a complete victory through a military conquest, 
rather than a compromise through negotiations, are not likely to consent to an 
armistice, except on their own terms. These are believed to include the ousting of 
President Chiang Kai-shek and his Vice President, Li Tsung-jen, scrapping the 
present Chinese constitution, an immediate cease-fire order, with both sides holding 
their present positions, punishment of so-called war criminals on the Communist 
list, headed by Chiang, establishment of a coalition government largely dominated 
by Communists and allied parties. The success of the Reds in the Tientsin area and 
the apparent destruction of 180,000 nationalist troops trapped for five weeks near 
Suchow have so stiffened the Communist morale that any material softening of these 
terms is improbable. 

At Lake Success Dr. Philip C. Jessup, American delegate, delivered a scathing 
attack on the Netherlands for its military assault on the Republic of Indonesia 
in violation of a United Nations agreement and for flouting international authority 
in refusing to comply with mandates of the Security Council. Speaking before the 
Security Council Dr. Jessup said the United States could find no adequate justifica- 
tion for the Dutch attack on Indonesia. He said the Dutch had defied the Security 
Council in continuing its conquest of Java and Sumatra and in failing to release 
imprisoned republican leaders. Dr. Jessup demanded that the Dutch fix a definite 
time schedule for holding loeal elections and for transferring sovereignty of the 
islands to the United States of Indonesia. 

After a long delay the Russians have finally agreed to return to the United 
States the old cruiser Milwaukee, loaned by this country to Russia during the war. 
The transfer will be made at Lewes, Del., but delivery is contingent on the receipt 
by Russia of certain Italian naval craft awarded to Russia as reparations. The 
Milwaukee is a 25-year-old, 8,000-ton cruiser of an obsolete type, and is listed by 
the Russians as the Murmansk. On its return it will be immediately made inactive 
and probably will ultimately be scrapped. The repatriation of this vessel is of no 
military significance, but it apparently may be regarded as a belated effort of the 
Soviet authorities to live up to an agreement. 

In diplomatic circles throughout the world, with the exception of the Iron 
Curtain countries, genuine regret was voiced at the retirement of General George 
©. Marshall as Secretary of State. He was warmly praised as one of the great 
statesmen of modern times. The appointment of Dean Acheson as his successor met 
with widespread approval. His previous successful State Department service was 
regarded as making him particularly well qualified for the important post. 

















President Visits Service Friends—President Truman this week paid visits to 
top-ranking aides in government. Barly in the week, he drove to the nearby Naval 
Hospital at Bethesda, Md., to see Fleet Admiral William Leahy, USN-Ret., and in 
mid-week flew to Pinehurst, N. C., where the retiring Secretary of State, General 
ef the Army George C. Marshall, USA-Ret., is recuperating from his recent kidney 











operation. On his trip to Pinehurst, the President was accompaiiieéd by Brig. Gen, 
Marshall Carter, USA, aide to General Marshall, and Brig. Gen. Robert Landry, 
USAF, White House Air Force aide. Lt. Col. Louis W. Moomaw, USAF, was pilot. 


Ameriean Women in Europe—The part being played by American women and 
children, the families of Service officers and enlisted personnel who have gone overseas, 
made a very deep imprssion upon Mrs. Kenneth C. Royall on her recent trip to the 
European theater with her husband, the Secretary of the Army. 

“The American women and children who are living at Army locations in Europe,” 
Mrs. Royall said this week, “naturally interested me more than anything else | 
saw during the trip with the Secretary of the Army. I was just as proud of the 
American troops we saw in the various countries as my husband was. And he has 
every right to be proud of them. But I tell him—and he agrees—that I am equally 
proud of the American women over there who are responsible, in a great measure, 
for the record that our soldiers, sailors and airmen are making. I truly believe that 
their calmness and courage have inspired their men—our American soldier husbands. 

“T can’t help but call to the attention of the American women the part that Mrs, 
Clay and other American women. are playing to the unfortunate people overseas, I 
can’t think of a finer way of teaching American democracy and American ideals than 
that practiced by these women. They have served ag Santa Clauses not only on 
Christmas Day, but on many other days, to the needy, the sick and the orphaned 
children. I had occasion to observe personally the extent to which Mrs. Clay especially 
gave so generously not only of her time, but of her personal funds and possessions, 
She was inspired with a cause—a cause for the unfortunate—and she stands as an 
example of what our women can—and must—do. It was my pleasure and privilege 
to do a part—a very small part—in helping Mrs. Clay with this work during the 
holiday season. The American soldier husbands, of course, are also rendering this 
fine service, but, as I said, the part that the American women played naturally 
interested me most.” 


Forrestal to Remain—After a conference with the President, Secretary of Defense 
James Forrestal, in answer to questions of reporters, said that he expected to remain 
in the Cabinet. Mr. Forrestal, in accordance with custom, has submitted his resigna- 
tion, but does not expect it to be accepted. Previously Mr. Forrestal had indicated 
that he did not intend to remain in public life throughout the President’s coming 
term of office. Because of the volume of legislation directly related to National Defense 
that will be considered by the Eighty-first Congress it is believed that Mr. Forrestal 
will remain in office for the present, and probably until after completion of Congres- 
sional action on the legislative program. 


Enlisted Men in Berlin Club—At the instigation of Major General George P. Hays, 
deputy commander of the European Theater, the membership of the Harnack 
House, the largest American Club in Berlin, reversed its recent action in barring 
enlisted men from the club as guests of members. Included as members of the club 
are officers stationed in Berlin and civilians serving with the Military Government. 
At a recent meeting attended by about one-fourth of the members action was taken 
to bar enlisted men from the club. However, General Hays called the club’s attention 
to the fact that Government funds were used in the upkeep of the establishment and 
that, therefore, there could be no discrimination against any class of military per- 
sonnel. The alternative would be for the membership to pay the entire cost of 
maintenanee, which would increase the expense to the members by about $175,000 per 


year. 


Institute of Pathelogy—The Dental and Oral Pathology Section, Army Institute 
of Pathology, headed by Lt. Col. Joseph L. Bernier, will act as host to the Caries 
Seminar being held by the Dental Study Section of the U. 8. Public Health Service 
at the Army Institute of Pathology, 14 and 15 Jan. Colonel Bernier, who is The 
Surgeon General’s liaison member of the Dental Study Section of the United States 
Publie Health Service, will lecture on “Clinical Aspects of Oral Cancer” at a meeting 
of the New York Dental Society in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York City, 17 Jan. 


Army Medical Service Corps—Capt. Anthony De Mattia, MSC, has been ap 
pointed Adjutant by Col. O. H. Stanley, Commanding Officer, Oliver General Hos- 
pital, Augusta, Ga. Captain De Mattia has been serving as Director of Personnel 
and Adjutant since June 1948. Captain De Mattia has been Director of Personnel 
since April 1947. Capt. Otto S. Sandman, who recently returned from Medical Field 
Service School, Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., has been named to succeed Captain De Mattia 
as Director of Personnel.

Navy Medical Service Corps—Five officers recently accepted appointments i? 
the Medical Service Corps of the Regular Navy and have been assigned to the 
following naval hospitals: Lt. Comdr.

Lt. Lucille R. Clark (Allied Medical Science) to Oakland; Lt. Paula C. Towle 
(Pharmacy) to Bremerton; Lt. Ulmer Wilson (Pharmacy) to Mare Island; and 
Lt. Melba A. Grafius (Pharmacy) to Bethesda. 
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Air Surgeon — A two-pronged proposal—that medical services 6f the Armed 
Forces be unified under control of the Secretary of Defense and that within this 
integrated structure each Department be authorized to operate its own organic 
medical elements at the command level—is contained in the annual report of Secre- 
tary W. Stuart Symington. 

The recommendation was made in face of the critical shortage of medical offi- 
cer's, which is expected to leave the Air Force with only between 300 and 400 doctors 
in June, approximately one-fourth of requirements. Secretary Symington said: “This 
critical situation indicates a need for the prompt unification of medical services 
within the NME, under the control of the Secretary of Defense. Such action is the 
only way to assure the most efficient use of available medical personnel and facilities. 
Within this integrated medical structure,” he continued, “each department would 
operate its own organic medical elements at the command level and participate 
under the direction of the Secretary of Defense, in all phases of medical attendance.” 

Secretary Symington added that during fiscal year 1948 there was a gradual 
decline in the dental health of the Air Force, resulting from the “ever-increasing 
shortage” of Dental Corps officers. 


Air Adjutant General—A shortage of personnel and office space is handicapping 
operations of the office of the Air Adjutant General, Secretary W. Stuart Symington 
has disclosed in his first annual report. He noted that during the fiseal year 1948 
Air Force message traffic increased from 8,500 to 17,000 a month and added that 
the Air AG in June, 1948, was handling 2,925 more pieces of mail per day than in 
July, 1947. Secretary Symington said the lack of personnel and office space have 
become intensified as a result of the general military situation “and the increased 
demands upon the services of the Air Adjutant General which will be made in the 
future.” 


Italian Air Foree—Reports from Rome this week told of the inauguration of 
a four-year plan for modernizing the Italian Air Force at a cost of approximately 
$140,000,000. Turbo-jet planes are said to have a high priority in the program, Under 
terms of the peace treaty, Italy is barred from having any planes designed primarily 
as bombers, but is entitled to have 200 reconnaissance planes and 150 miscellaneous 
aircraft. At present, the Italian Air Force has 80 training planes, 80 Spitfires and 48 
Mustangs, all old and long since ready for retirement. 


Army Judge Advocate General—Lt. Col. John F. Wolf, Inf.-Res., 1st Lt. Henry 
B. Cabell, Inf.-Res., and Capt. Samuel S. Lionel, FA-Res., have been detailed to JAGD 
and have begun 90-day tours of active duty in JAGO under The Judge Advocate 
General’s officer procurement program with a view toward obtaining direct commis- 
sions in the Regular Army. Brig. Gen. Franklin P. Shaw, JAGD, Staff Advocate 
FECOM, reported for five days temporary duty JAGO.

Vandenberg, Chief of Staff, addressed the conference Wednesday 
and Lt. Gen. Idwal H. Edwards, Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, spoke Thursday. 
Instruction was provided by Col. H. M. Kidner, chief of the Military Justice branch 
in the office of the Judge Advocate General, and assistants. 


Navy’s Underwater Television—Successful use of the Navy’s underwater tele- 
vision at Bikini in 1947, revealed in the annual report of the Smithsonian Institution, 
has given biological research a tool “of the same magnitude of importance as the dis- 
eovery and first.use of the microscope.” 

Here is how the undersea television was utilized following Operations Cross- 
roads: A television camera, prepared and operated by the Cornell Aeronautical 
Laboratory, Buffalo, N. Y., was set up on the deck of the sunken submarine, Apogon, 
in 160 feet of water. The camera was sufficiently sensitive to daylight to give clear 
and precise images on the screen in the control and observation room of the USS 
Coucal. Scientists then were able to identify two species of pigfish, the trumpet fish, 
a jack, and other species of fish as they swam in front of the lens. 

The Smithsonian report said “this apparatus opens up new flelds of investigation 
in the study of aquatic animals in their natural habitats. Scientists and laymen who 
wish to study animal behavior will be able to do so now without the dangers of deep 
water diving.”

Wider Use of Medical Facilities 
(Continued from First Page) 
throughout the National Military Estab- 
lishment,” the report continued, “any ac- 
ceptable hospitalization plan for the im- 
mediately foreseeable future must, there- 
fore, be attuned to the needs of the three 
Departments of the Military Establish- 
ment which are largely autonomous in re- 
spect to their administration and as to 
their operation in the performance of 

their assigned missions.” 

Present standards for medical care and 
hospitalization of military personnel are 
not too high and any appreciably lower- 
ing of these standards could not be 
brought about “without serious effect on 
the morale and operational efficiency of 
the Armed Forces,” the Committee as- 
serted. 

In making the report public, however, 
Secretary Forrestal emphasized that he 
has not yet reviewed nor approved the 
Hawley Board conclusions. 

Adoption of the Committee’s recom- 
mendations with regard to utilization of 
hospital facilities would result initially 
in the inactivation of approximately 7,- 
000 beds. This would be accomplished by 
closing down three general hospitals, the 
U. S. Naval Hospital, Pearl Harbor; Mc- 
Cornack General Hospital, Pasadena, 
Calif.: and the Army’s 22d General Hos- 
pital at Guam: by reduction to statior 
hospital status of the 198d General Hos- 
pital, Amehorage. Alaska; Ft. Totten 
General Hospital, N. Y., and Tilton Gen- 
eral Hospital. Camp Dix, N. J.; and by 
consolidation of in-patient treatment in 
fewer hospitals and dispensaries. 

In addition, the Committee recommend- 
ed rednuetion of 48 smaller station-type 
melical facilities to the status of Army 
type dispensaries (affording no in-patient 
hospital eare), and that general hospital 
type patients from 38 locations be sent to 
suitable hospitals of another service in- 
stead of being transferred to more dis- 
tantly situnted general hospitals of the 
same service. 

These recommendations are made, the 
report states, with a view to effecting all 
practical economies in the use of funds; 
making the best use of the limited medi- 
cal personnel available; conserving over- 
all military manpower effective strength ; 
und reducing the large costs involved 
when patients are transferred long dis-

tances away from their stations of duty. 

Specific recommendations made by the 
Committee pertain to hospitals and other 
military medical facilities in Continental 
United States and Alaska, Panama Canal 
Zone, Trinidad, Puerto Rico, Cuba, Ber- 
muda, Germany, Hawaii, Guam and 
other Pacific Islands. 

The Committee urged that ali hospitals 
used jointly, or in common, by the 
Armed Forces be jointly staffed with 
medical personnel from the participating 
services. It said that, in all geographical 
areas, joint utilization not only be made 
of civilian consultants now employed by 
the medical services, but that the pro- 
fessional services of outstanding special- 
ists in the respective regular medical 
corps of the armed forces also be more 
freely utilized in common. 

Concentration of patients from all 
three of the Armed Forces in certain 
special fields of medicine, such as neuro- 
psychiatry and tuberculosis, in Special- 
ized Diagnostic and Treatment Centers is 
recommended. These centers would be 
established at appropriate locations in 
connection with selected Army General 
and Naval hospitals. Patients from the 
three military services would be sent to 
such centers for verification of diagnosis, 
for treatment and care of those whose re- 
turn to useful military duty within a 
reasonable period of time could be ex- 
pected, and for treatment and care of 
those discharged from military service 
because of such disabilities until they 
could be sent to their homes or to appro- 
priate Veterans’ Administration, state, or 
local medical facilities. 

The Committee stated that it has given 
much thought and long consideration to 
the question of the feasibility of hos- 
pitalizing a large number of military 
patients in civilian or non-military hos- 
pitals. The Committee concluded that 
there are inherent and necessary differ- 
ences between military and non-military, 
or civilian, hospitals in rgard to their 
respective functions and roles. 

The report stressed that in civilian 
life most individuals are treated in their 
homes and cared for by their families if 
suffering from ordinary illnesses or in- 
juries, and if hospitalized for a more 
serious condition are released, after a 
relatively short period in a hospital, to 
their homes for completion of recovery 
and convalescence. Such practices and 
procedures, it says, are impractical in 
the case of military personnel who are 
widely separated from their homes and 
family physicians. 

The Medical and Hospital Services 
Committee’s report defined the “Station 
Hospital” and the “Army Type Dispen- 
sary” as follows in making specific 
recommendations listed here. 

“The term ‘STATION HOSPITAL’ de- 
notes an Army or Air Force medical facil- 
ity which is equipped and staffed to pro- 
vide medical, surgical and dental care for 
minor illnesses and injuries, including 
emergency treatment in case of accidents 
at the station, post, camp, base or area 
where the hospital is located. A Station 
Hospital normally receives its patients 
from dispensaries at or in the vicinity of 
the station where it is located, or from a 
dispensary ‘out-patient’ service operated 
in conjunction with the Station HospitaL” 

“The term ‘ARMY TYPE DISPEN- 
SARY’ for purpeses of functional descrip- 
tion, connotes that no hospitalization or 
definitive ‘in-patient’ treatment and care 
is performed in that facility. ‘Army type 
dispensaries’ may have a very few beds 
where patients may remain until de 
termination ia made as to whether or not 
hospitalization is indicated, but such 
beds are not used for definitive treat- 
ment.” 

Of the 48 station-type hospitals for 
which reduction to Army type dispen- 
saries is recommended, 11 are located 
overseas. The 38 in Continental United 
States which would be affected are:

All hospitalization (in-patient treatment 
and care) of Army, Navy, and Air Force pa- 
tients on Guam be accomplished in one hospi- 
tal as soon as this combined hospital patient- 
load has diminished to the point where the 
number of such patients can be adequately 
accommodated in one hospital installation on 
Guam, 

The present U. 8S, Naval Hospital, Guam, 
and the Army 22nd General Hospital, Guam, 
both of which are of wartime temporary con- 
struction which is rapidly deteriorating, and 
neither of which is capable of accommodating 
the present combined patient-loads of the two 
hospitals, both be continued in active opera- 
tion until recommendation above becomes 
feasible of accomplishment. 

Plans for and construction of a new U. 8S. 
Naval Hospital, Guam, which has been au- 
thorized by Congress (Public Law 658, 80th 
Congress), and for which an initial sum of 
$5,000,000 has already been appropriated to 
the Navy, proceed as soon as the size of the 
hospital required to meet future Armed 
Forces hospitalization needs on Guam can be 
appropriately determined, 

Upon completion of construction of a new 
U. 8S. Naval Hospital on Guam, of adequate 
capacity to provide for the combined peace- 
time needs of the Armed Forces on Guam, all 
hospitalization for Armed Forces personnel, 
and for civilians who may be located at Guam 
by reason of their employment by or for the 
United States government, and for whom the 
Armed Services are responsible for providing 
local hospital treatment and care, be accom- 
plished in this hospital. 

At the time of completion of the new U, 8. 
Naval Hospital on Guam, any other Armed 
Forces hospital which may at that time be 
in operation on Guam then be disestablished 
and disposed of in such manner as may be 
determined by the owning Service concerned, 





NOTE: The above recommendations do not 
apply to or affect the Guam Memoria! Hos- 
pital, Guam, which is a Civi] Affairs activity 
and is operated for the primary purpose of 
providing hospitalization and medical serv- 
ices for the native population of Guam and 
other islands of the Pacific Trust Territory. 

Saipan 

The 53rd Station Hosp, be reduced in fune- 
tion to that of an ATD, and that hospitaliza- 
tion (in-patient treatment and care) of sta- 
tion hospital type patients from this activity 
be accomplished in the Navy dispensary, 
Naval Operating Base, Saipan, M. I. 

General Hospital type patients from all 
Armed Forces activities at Saipan be evacu- 
ated to Guam for treatment in or for further 
evacuation from the appropriate hospital on 
Guam.

Hawley Board Recommendations 


OLLOWING is the text of the Gen- 
eral Recommendations made by the 
Committee on Medical and Hospital 
Services of the Armed Forces in its report 
to Secretary Forrestal: 
it is recommended that: 
(1) In the earnest desire and zealous effort 
to effect greater economy, the programs for 
hospitalization in the Armed Forces not be 
so divorced from fundamental military con- 


siderations as to abnegate or abrogate the 
basic principles which have proven sound in 
the crucible of time and long experience. 


(2) In consonance with the above recom- 
mendation, the programs for hospitalization 
in the Armed Forces be of such a nature at 
all times as will insure: 

(a) That the present standard of hospital 
treatment and medical care now afforded alj 
personnel of the Armed Forces is maintained, 

(b) That ful] medical support, including 
hospitalization, will be readily available and 
reasonably accessible for each and every mili- 
tary unit of the Armed Forces. 

(c) That these programs for hospitalization 
in the Armed Forces be ever such as will con- 
tribute to and assist in the accomplishment 
of the primary purposes and missions of the 
medical departments of the Armed Forces as 
enumerated in paragraph 3, page 3 of this 
report. 

(d) That the organization, administration 
and operation of the hospital programs and 
services of the Armed Forces are in con- 
formity with and workable under the exist- 
ing organizational structure of the National 
Military Establishment, 

(e) That the most efficient utilization is 
made of the limited supply of medical per- 
sonnel. 

(f) That they contribute to the greatest 
possible conservation of manpower and funds 
for the Armed Forces as a whole, through 
minimizing patient transportation costs and 
by reducing the average time during which 
patients are absent from their normal nili- 
tary assignments by reason of being on the 
sick list. 

(g) That a minimum reserve capacity be 
retained in the Armed Forces’ hospitals 
(represented by the excess of constructed bed 
capacities over present capacities now being 
used in existing hospitals as “authorized op- 
erating capacities”) sufficient to meet the ini- 
tial increased hospitalization requirements 
which will arise as an immediate necessity 
should sudden armed conflict, rapid expan- 
sion of the Armed Forces, or military mobil- 
ization occur. 

(3) Provision continue to be made in hos- 
pitals of the Armed Forces for all military 
patients requiring hospitalization. 

(4) Civilian and non-military hospitals con- 
tinue to be utilized in those instances of an 
emergency nature where members of the mili- 
tary forces become ill or injured while on 
leave, in transit, or are on detached, inde- 
pendent, or isolated duty at a location where 
no military hospital is readily available, and 
in those exceptional cases when, by reason 
of the very special or unusua] nature of the 
patient’s disease or condition, suitable treat- 
ment and care can be more appropriately 
provided in some selected non-military med- 
ical facility. 

(5) That the full responsibility for provid 
ing all hospitalization and medical care for 
all Services in certain specialized fields of 
medicine not be allocated exclusively to any 
one Service, but that jointly staffed Special- 
ized Diagnostic and Treatment Centers for 
patients in certain special fields of medicine 
from all three Services be designated 0 
established in connection with and as a part 
of selected Army General Hospitals and U. 8 
Naval Hospitals as may from time to time 
feasible and appropriate. 

(6) In consonance with the foregoing re 
ommendation and as the initial undertaking 
of that nature, the U, 8S, Naval Hospital, 
Houston, Texas, in addition to its continue’ 
use as a hospital for general medica] 30 
surgical patients, be designated as a Speci 
ized Diagnostic and Treatment Center for 
Psychotic and Neuropsychiatric Patients from 
all three of the Armed Forces, such Center 
to be jointly staffed by medical departmet 
personnel from each Service in relative Pr 
portion to the number of such patients being 
treated therein from each Service. J 

(Subsequent to the Committee’s study ”

(b) That no interdepartmental reimburse- 
ment or transfer of funds shall be expected 
of or made by one Department or Service to 
another for medical attention rendered to 
personnel of another Service, except for ac- 


tual hospitalization (in-patient treatment and 
eare) of Military personnel of another Sery- 
ice, in which latter case interdepartmental 


reimbursement shall continue to be made at 
the per diem interdepartmental hospitaliza- 
tion rate which is established annually by 
the Bureau of the Budget as long as the 
present requirement exists for such reim- 
bursement to be made between Departments 
of the Military Establishment. 


(ec) That, for purposes of joint staffing, 
medical department personnel — officers, 
nurses and enlisted—of one Service will be 
assigned to and detailed for duty in the hos- 


pital of a sister Service where such hospital 
is being regularly utilized for common or 
joint hospitalization. Such assignment shall 
be inaugurated and effected on the equitable 
basis of assigning and detailing medical de- 
partment personnel of each Service to each 
such jointly utilized hospital in the same ap- 
proximate proportion as the number of pa- 
tients in that hospital from each Service bears 
to the total combined patient-load in that hos- 
pital. 

(d) That command of and Departmental 
administrative responsibility for hospitals 
utilized in common for joint hospitalization 
of patients from two or more of the Armed 
Forces shall remain with the owning Depart- 
ment or Service. 

(8) AS a general policy of the National 
Military Establishment, to be followed wher- 
ever practical considerations permit adher- 
ence to such a policy, individual hospitals of 
the Armed Forces for treatment and care of 
general medical and surgica] patients not be 
operated, or permanently constructed for such 
operation, at a normal capacity exceeding 
1,500 beds; and further, that 1,000 beds be 
accepted as the optimum normal bed-capac- 
ity of such hospitals in so far as may be 
practicable in meeting the needs of the Armed 
Forces. 

(9) That the plans for future construction 
of any new hospital facilities in any De- 
partment of the Armed Forces be fully 
coordinated among the three Departments to 
insure that, in accordance with the objectives, 
principles and limitations indicated in this 
report, any such newly planned hospital will 
be of such size and location as will best serve 
the combined hospitalization needs of all 
three Armed Forces, 

(10) Army General Hospitals of a perma- 
nent nature located in territories or posses- 
sions of the United States be designated as 
and placed in the category of Army Class 
II installations under the command and con- 
trol of the Surgeon Genera] of the Army ina 
similar manner and to the same extent as 
now obtains in the case of Army General 
Hospitals in the continental United States 
(Zone of Interior). 

(11) Wherever station hospitals and/or dis- 
pensaries are operated at or primarily in con- 
nection with Army, Navy, or Air Force posts, 
camps, stations or bases and for the principal 
Purpose of providing station hospital type 
or dispensary level of medical services and 
hospitalization (in-patient treatment and 
care) for a particular post, camp, station or 
base, that such station hospitals and/or dis- 
Pensaries be operated and administered as 
activities of the same Service and of the same 
administrative command as that of the par- 
ticular post, camp, station or base where they 
are located and for whose medical support 
they predominantly function. 

(12) Within the limitations of existing 
Physical facilities and where administratively 
and operationally feasible, and where not 
precluded by other governing considerations, 
hospitalization (in-patient treatment and 
tare) of patients from two or more separate 
but hearby military activities or installations, 
and of whatever Service, be consolidated in 
one of the two or more hospitals or dis- 
Pensaries of the Armed Forces which are 
Teadily accessible in the same local vicinity. 

(18) Where evacuation or transfer of pa- 
tients to another locality is necessary or 
indicated for appropriate hospitalization (in- 
patient treatment and care) at a more suitably 
staffed and more specially equipped General 
or Naval Hospital, the evacuation or transfer 
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of such patients be made to a suitable hos- 
pital of another of the Armed Forces if such 
hospital has facilities available to accommo- 
date these patients and if it is more readily 
accessible than a much more distantly located 
hospital of the same Service from which the 
patients originate, 


(14) A continuing study be conducted for 
the purpose of developing and attaining the 
highest practicable degree of uniformity in 
the organization, administration and opera- 
tion of all hospitals of the Armed Forces. 


(15) The greater standardization of medical 
forms and reporting procedures among the 
three Services be expedited in order to lessen 
the administrative difficulties attending joint 
hospitalization and to simplify the problems 
involved in common utilization of medical 
facilities. 

(16) in order to continue central planning 
in the field of this report, and to insure that 
constant study and the necessary continuous 
review of the problem is maintained, a con- 
tinuing interdepartmenta] Committee on Pro- 
grams for Hospitalization and Utilization of 
Hospital Facilities in the Armed Forces be 
formed; that such a Committee be composed 
of three members, to consist of one repre- 





sentative each from the Offices of the Surgeon 
yeneral of the Army, the Surgeon General of 
the Navy and the Air Surgeon, with the mem- 
ber senior in grade also acting as chairman; 
and that such Committee work under the 
direction of and be responsible to the §ur- 
geons General and the Air Surgeon acting 
conjointly at the level of the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense. 


Gen. Sarnoff Sails for England 


Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, Ohairman of 
the Board of the Radio Corporation of 
America, sailed 11 Jan. aboard the 
Cunard liner Queen Mary in response to 
an invitation to appear before the British 
Arbitration Tribunal which will hold 
hearings in the case of the Cable & Wire- 
less Company, a privately owned organi- 
zation taken over by the British Govern- 
ment under the Nationalization Bill. 

General Sarnoff, who is universally 
recognized as an authority on the subject 
of world communications, accepted an in- 
vitation of British interests to testify 
before the Tribunal as an independent 
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and impartial expert. His opinions are 
sought especially on the prospects for 
further technical improvements and de- 
velopments with respect to new services 
in the field of international telecommuni- 
cations. 

After appearing before the Tribunal in 
London, General Sarnoff will visit other 
countries in Europe on business of RCA 
and expects to return home in March.

The latter date points to the expecta- 
tion of legislators that a pay-increase bill, 
including other tax provisions, will have 
been enacted by that time.

The President’s Budget Message and 
his Economic Report, taken together, pro- 
vide an official forecast of the financial 
and economic condition of the country 
for the next year and a half. In general 
this forecast is highly favorable, though 
some danger signals are posted. The 
problem of the immediate future will be 
that of transition from inflation to sta- 
bility, avoiding both upward and down- 
ward economic spirals. 

The National Budget, which may be 
trimmed by Congressional action, 
amounts to nearly 42 billion dollars, the 
largest in our peacetime history. Half of 
it goes to National Defense and interna- 
tional aid, these expenditures being 
largely due to the failure to secure Rus- 
sian cooperation in the assurance of 
world peace. Of the remainder about half 
goes to pay interest on the public debt 
and for veterans’ benefits. Thus three out 
of every four dollars of our record budg- 
et will go for activities largely due to 
the late conflict. 

The President anticipates a deficit of 
$600 million for the current fiscal year 
and nearly $900 million for 1950. To bal- 
ance the budget and to provide a reserve 
for other expenditures and payments on 
the national debt the President requests 
four billion dollars in additional revenue, 
to come largely from taxes on corporate 
earnings. In addition he asks two bil- 
lions in additional payroll assessments te 
cover increased Social Security benefits. 

The Economic Report repeats the 
recommendations of the President’s State 
of the Union Message for inflation con- 
trols. While this report points to the con- 
tinued danger of. inflation it indicates 
some leveling of consumer demand, with 
a consequent stabilizing influence on 
prices. Favorable economic trends are 
reported, with an indicated average em- 
ployment for 1949 about a million higher 
than in 1948,

The private shipyards of the United 
States on 1 Jan. had scheduled for de- 
livery during the next two years 78 ves- 
sels of 1,000 gross tons or over, aggregat- 
ing 1,215,102 gross tons, according to the 
Shipbuilders Council of America. Dur- 
ing the current year 41 vessels, amounting 
to 593,162 gross tons, consisting of 34 
tankers (560,360 gross tons), three trawl- 
ers, two dredges and two ferry boats, are 
scheduled for delivery. 

In 1950, 36 ships, totaling 603,940 gross 
tons, consisting of 30 tankers (510,640 
gross tons), three combination passenger- 
cargo ships, two passenger liners and one 
bulk freighter, will be delivered. The only 
vessel scheduled after 31 Dec. 1950, is 
one oil tanker of 18,000 gross tons. 

The permanent, privately-owned U. S 
Flag merchant fleet is now composed of 
1,216 vessels of almost 14,200,000 dead- 
weight tons. This compares with 1,003 
privately-owned vessels of about 11,300,- 
000 deadweight tons on 1 Jan. 1948, and 
1,236 privately-owned vessels of 10,237,- 
000 deadweight tons in 1939. 

While American cargo and tanker ves- 
sels offer unexcelled shipping services, 
schedules and dependability to all of the 
major trade areas of the world, the na- 
tiun’s merchant fleet is still seriously de- 
ficient of vessels that can be converted 
for troop transport service. 

Domestic shipping, including coastwise, 
intercoastal, Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico, before World War II, was com- 
posed of more than 450 dry cargo and 
combination vessels. Today about 135 
privately-owned ships are in active op- 
eration in these trades. Only the im- 
proved condition of our foreign trading 
fleet makes the fleet aggregate comparable 
with 1939.

(Continued from First Page) 
tion plants and the assembly and training 
of skilled manpower necessary for the 
quick expansion required in the event of 
war.” 

Scheduled under this Four-Year Pro- 
gram, and certain of delay unless Con- 
gress revises the President’s National 
Military Establishment budget, is the ac- 
tivation of 66 groups by June 1949 and 
70 groups by September 1949. 

Mr. Symington contended in hig report 
that because we cannot count upon the 
monopoly of atomic weapons at the end 
of 1952, it is essential that the United 
States attain by that time “supremacy in 
air power.” 

He added that “in the atomic age of 
lightning attack, air power instantly capa- 
ble of sustained defense and retaliatory 
attack is a basic need of the Nation.” 

Reviewing the activities of the Air 
Force during the past fiscal year, Mr. 
Symington said three enterprises required 
major expenditure of energies. These 
were as follows: 

“First, it assisted the President’s Air 
Policy Commission and the Congressional 
Aviation Policy Board in formulating a 
Four-Year Program designed to provide 
the size and type of Air Force in Being 
which is the minimum requirement of na- 
tional security. After approval by the 
Congress the Air Force put the first phase 
of the program into operation and accom- 
plished the preliminary work for later 
phases. 

“Second, the Air Force has bent every 
effort to putting existing units in a high 
state of effectiveness to meet current 
emergencies. The Soviet blockade of Ber- 
lin presented such an emergncey. It was 
met by the Berlin airlift. 

“Third, the Air Force has taken meas- 
ures to improve management practices 
and eliminate the possibilities of waste 
and duplication with a view to assuring 
maximum economy in the use of public 
funds.” 

With regard to success of the Berlin 
airlift, Mr. Symington warned that “we 
cannot count on future crises being so 
ineptly timed by those who would put 
pressure on us.” He explained that impo- 
sition of the Soviet blackade in the sum- 
mer permitted a gradual build-up of 
transport aircraft, maintenance facilities, 
airport space and experience. What the 
Air Force needs, he emphasized, is “in- 
stant readiness,” to be accomplished un- 
der the Four Year Program. 

Mr. Symington described at length ac- 
complishments in the improvement: of 
management practices designed to elimi- 
nate possibilities of waste and duplication 
and assure maximum economy in the use 
of public funds. 

Said Mr. Symington: “The vast scope 





of air warfare today requires not only 


a fighting organization, but an efficient 
business organization as well. The estab- 
lishment within the Air Force of the 
Office of the Comptroller has provided us 
with organizational machinery for fiscal 
Measurements and controls. The opera- 
tion of the Comptroller Office has been 
steadily extended to provide a fiscal con- 
trol service throughout the Air Force and 
to insure that sound and economical busi- 
ness methods are employed.” 

The report urged a joint long-range 
proving ground for guided missiles which 
would care for the needs of the other 
services as well as the Air Force. Be- 
cause of its critical importance to the 
national security, Secretary Symington 
pointed out the need of a remedy for the 
present inadequate aircraft control and 
warning system. 

Acceptances of new aircraft during the 
fiscal year 1948 increased 56 per cent 
over the fiscal year 1947. Within this 
increase was a 40 per cent increase in 
jet fighter strength, the report said. 

Several thousand aircraft were with- 
drawn from storage and placed in operat- 
ing condition. This action placed a severe 
drain upon maintenance resources; for 
example, to withdraw a B-29 from stor- 
age and place it in operational condition 
requires approximately 13,000 man-hours 
of work, the report explained. 


Appeals Reserve Retirement 
Ruling 

In a strongly worded letter, Secretary 
of Defense James Forrestal has appealed 
to the Comptroller General for reconsid- 
eration of the recent ruling which re- 
stricts payment of reserve retired benefits 
to personne] who are members of a Re- 
serve Component of the Armed Forces at 
the time they reach the age of 60 years. 

Secretary Forrestal maintained in a 
letter to Assistant Comptroller General 
Frank L. Yates that Public Law 810 pro- 
vides these benefits for any individual 
with 20 years’ satisfactory service in a 
Reserve component when he becomes 60 
years of age, regardless of his status at 
that time. 

“It would be an act of poor faith,” said 
Secretary Forrestal, “to condone any sug- 
gestion that this law was intended to con- 
tain a joker.” 


Cites Pressing Needs of AF 

“Desperate need of additional housing” 
was described by Secretary W. Stuart 
Symington this week as one of the most 
pressing needs of the Air Force. In a 
section of his first annual report labeled 
“Unsatisfactory Progress,” Secretary 
Symington also noted a serious shortage 
of Medical Department personnel on duty 
with the Air Force. 

He said the Air Force also needs sub- 
stantive legislation, long range procure- 
ment authority and a statutory military 
personnel authorization. 

Printed below is the complete text of 
this portion of Secretary Symington’s re- 
port. In listing the current Air Force 
deficiencies, it points the way for future 
remedial action. 

Inadequacy of Aircraft Control and 
Warning System 

The first requisite of defense of the United 
States against hostile aircraft is a system by 
which such aircraft can be detected at long 
range and our own intercepting aircraft con- 
trolled in flight so that interception is pos- 
sible, Such a system was the key to the suc- 
cess of the Royal Air Force in the Battle of 
Britain, It requires extensive radar and radio 
installations, complex control centers, and a 
high state of training of technical personnel. 
Without such a system our own fighter air- 
craft cannot hope to intercept attackers. 

Establishment of a satisfactory system in- 
volves a long-term program of research and 
development, and manufacture and training. 
It also calls for complete cooperation within 
the Nationa] Military Establishment. The im- 
mediate, pressing need to this end is enabling 
legislation for the initiation of such a long- 
range program. 

In November 1947 the Air Force completed 
its outline plan and program for such a sys- 
tem. Thereupon enabling legislation for con- 
struction was prepared and circulated for in- 
terservice coordination ; but attempts te bring 
the matter before the Hightieth Congress were 
unsuccessful, 

Because of its critical importance to our 
national security, the Air Force recommends 
top legislative priority consideration for this 
aircraft control and warning system, 

Acute Shortage of Housing 
The Air Force is in desperate need of addi- 
tional housing—both family quarters and 
troop housing. 
Family quarters on Air Force bases in the 
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of the Air Force offiter and enlisted personnel 
legally entitled to such quarters. About haif 
of these are makeshift conversions of barracks 
and other buildings not designed for family 
living, and buildings constructed on a tempo- 
rary basis for a short useful life that already 
has been exceeded. 

The troop housing situation is but slightly 
less critical. 

Inadequate housing—especially the shortage 
of family quarters—represents a serious and 
imminent threat to the entire Air Force pro- 
gram, Officer and enlisted personnel legally 
entitled to family quarters constitute the 
backbone of Air Force technical skill and lead- 
ership, If they are not adequately quartered 
on Air Force bases, they must compete in the 
civilian market for “off-base’ accommoda- 
tions, at inflated prices far in excess of their 
governmental rental allowances. These accom- 
modations often are grossly inadequate; and 
in some cases represent a shockingly low 
standard of living. 

The end result of the Air Force housing 
shortage has a direct adverse effect on enlist- 
ment and reenlistment rates, as well as on 
individual efficiency and productivity. More 
than 35,000 airmen—one-third of whom are in 
the first three enlisted grades—have declared 
they do not intend to reenlist unless adequate 
family housing, to which they are legally 
entitled, is provided. 

Failure of these 35,000 airmen to reenlist 
will represent a loss of many millions of dol- 
lars in training costs, plus 3 years of training 
effort, plus the loss of their much-needed 
skills. 

The immediate set-back of the entire pro- 
gram that would result is obvious. Until the 
housing problem is solved, this trend will be- 
come worse instead of better. 

We are aware that the housing problem is 
not peculiar to the armed forces, but neverthe- 
less believe that the vital nature of its mis- 
sion entitles the Air Force to urge priority 
consideration of this critical need by the 
Highty-First Congress, 

Inadequate Base Facilities 

At the end of the fiscal year 1948 the Air 
Force had only two-thirds of those base fa- 
cilities necessary for its existing units, and 
base requirements obviously increase with ex- 
pansion under the Four-Year Program. 

More than half of existing available bases 
have temporary World War II type construc- 
tion, built for a 5-year life. That 5-year pe- 
riod has now been exceeded. 

It is essential that these base facilities be 
rehabilitated on a permanent basis in order 
to prevent wasteful deterioration; and also to 
make the runways, taxiways, aprons, and 
other structures suitable for larger, heavier, 
more advanced types of aircraft scheduled in 
the present program. 

Base development must be closely integrated 
with aircraft development. Such facilities, 
therefore, must be started now and extended 
over a period of years, in keeping with the 
scheduled development of the combat and 
service units, 

Insufficient Medical Care 

At the end of the fiscal year 1948 there were 
874 Medical Department personnel on duty 
with the Air Force—as against a require- 
ment for 1,440. If the present trend continues, 
we will have between 300 and 400 doctors by 
the end of fiscal year 1949, this as against a 
requirement for 1,600. 

This critical situation indicates a need for 
the prompt unification of medical services 
within the National Military: Establishment, 
under the control of the Secretary of De- 
fense. Such action is the only way to assure 
the most efficient use of available medical per- 
sonnel and facilities. 

Within this integrated medical structure, 
each department would operate its own or- 
ganic medical elements at the command level 
and participate, under the direction of the 
Secretary of Defense, in all phases of medical 
attendance, 

Production Delays in the Aircraft Industry 

The aircraft industry is behind schedule 
in the production of new aircraft. Underlying 
this situation, however, is the fact that for 
2% years since VJ-day we failed to maintain 
that minimum level of production essential 
to a healthy aircraft industry. 

This minimum level was recommended by 
the Air Coordinating Committee’s report as 
far back as 11 October 1945; and was later 
confirmed by reports of the President’s Air 
Policy Commission and the Joint Congres- 
sional Aviation Policy Board. 

Passage of Public Law 547, by the Eightieth 
Congress, in May 1948 provided funds for ad- 
ditional aircraft, but at that time the aircraft 
industry was found ill-prepared to cope with 
a multitude of immediate and pressing ex- 
pansion problems. 

The most perplexing of these problems were 
and are (1) technical aspects of design and 
manufacture incident to transition from con- 
ventional to jet-type aircraft, (2) limited 
availability of essential materials and compo- 
nents normally produced by suppliers outside 
the aircraft industry who have reconverted 
to other kinds of production since the end of 
World War II, and (3) unfavorable labor sit- 
uations resulting from the neecessity for ex- 
pansion during a period of full employment 
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and rising costs. 

These problems are not insuperable, but 
their solution requires intensive cooperative 
effort in both Government and industry. The 
Air Force is confident this effort will be made, 
and that it will bring aircraft production up 
to scheduled requirements by the end of the 
fiscal year 1949. 

Inadequacy of Research and Development 

Facilities 

Existing facilities for research and develop- 
ment in the fields of supersonic aircraft and 
guided missiles are considered so inadequate 
as to be a serious limiting factor to that air 
superiority considered essential to the secur- 
ity of the United States. 

There is a pressing need for an air engi- 
neering development center for the conduct 
of investigation into the field of supersonic 
flight, and also for a joint long-range proving 
ground for guided missiles. 

Accordingly it is recommended that the 
Eighty-first Congress be urged to pass ena- 
bling legislation authorizing the prompt es- 
tablishment of these necessary additional fa- 
cilities. 

Additional Responsibility for Surplus 
Property Disposal 

With the abolition of the War Assets Ad- 
ministration, now scheduled for 28 February 
1949, the present plan is for the Air Force 
to inherit all functions and responsibilities in- 
cident to the disposal of surplus aircraft and 
aircraft eomponents. 

This procedure would result in such a great 
increase in work load as to retard progress 
of the Air Force. 

No funds have been appropriated by the 
National Military Establishment for this ac- 
tivity. A deficiency appropriation would re- 
quire the development of budgetary require- 
ments which would substantially increase the 
already very heavy work load now on the Air 
Force Comptroller and the Air Materiel Com- 
mand. 

For these reasons, the Air Force recom- 
mends that the ERighty-first Congress, through 
legislative action prior to 28 February 199, 
relieve the Air Force of this prospective as- 
sumption of responsibility for surplus prop- 
erty disposal. 4 

Substantive Legislation Providing Long- 

Range Procurement Authority 

Although Public Law 547 (80th Cong., 2d 
sess.) authorized the Air Force to expend 
funds provided by that law on an “until ex- 
pended” basis, substantive legislation mak- 
ing such long-range procurement authority 
generally applicable in the future is urgently 
needed as the principal means of putting pro- 
curement on a more business-like basis; Le., 
in order to make it possible for the Air Force 
to purchase airplanes, airplane parts, and 
other requirements in the most efficient and 
economical manner. 

Request for such legislation has high pri- 
ority on the list of Air Force legislative re- 
quirements to be presented to the Kighty-first 
Congress. 

Lack of Statutory Military Personnel 
Authorization 

Among the three services, the Navy alone 
has a statutory personnel ceiling, The mili- 
tary personnel strength of the Air Force is 
only established by statute during the period 
the Selective Service Act of 1948 remains in 
force. Financia! limitations contained in the 
annual appropriation acts limit the funds 
made available to pay, feed, and house our 
military personnel. 

Establishment of a statutory military per- 
sonnel authorization for the Air Force would 
create a framework within which the service, 
as well as the legislative and executive 
branches of the Government, could plan and 
program on a reasonably firm long-term basis. 
Absence of such a framework fosters those 
fluctuations which in turn create the opportu- 
nity for wasted effort, wasted resources, and 
wasted funds. 

The record over a long period of years 
shows that the military service has alternate- 
ly intensified recruiting, then reduced its per- 
sonnel strength, opened and then closed its 
installations, speeded up and then slowed 
down its procurement—all as dictated by the 
fluctuations in the annual Appropriation Acts. 

This procedure has much increased the cost 
of operating the military service. The same 
would be true in any business which alter- 
nately over-produced, then under-produced; 
first opened, then closed its production lines, 
warehouses, maintenance shops, etc. 

Statutory military personnel authorization 
would help minimize fluctuations in planning 
and programming. This would strengthen the 
Air Force program for management control 
through cost control, designed to produce 
maximum security at minimum cost to the 
taxpayer. 

Need for Federal Aid to Develop Prote- 

type Transport and Cargo Aircraft 

Mobility is a determining factor in strategic 
planning, and air transport is a primary in- 
strument of mobility. The total presently 
available civil and military air lift is far less 
than the estimated emergency or war require- 
ments of the National Military Establishment. 
Military air transport requirements in time 











of peace are only a fraction of wartime re- 
quirements. This is logical, because it would 
be prohibitively expensive to have the Mili- 
tary Establishment maintain in peacetime 
that military air transport necessary to meet 
even initial wartime requirements. 

A practicable solution to the problem would 
be substantial further expansion of the capa- 
bilities of the commercial air transport indus- 
try to meet military emergency requirements. 
Such expansion, however, is dependent in 
large measure upon the development of sev- 
eral new types of more efficient and less ex- 
pensive commercial transport aircraft. But 
the research and development of such aircraft 
have become.so complex and costly that we 
cannot depend on private interests to meet the 
development time schedule dictated by na- 
tional security requirements. 

Under these circumstances, Federal aid has 
seemed to us to be necessary in order to de- 
velop transport aircraft which will advance 
the healthy expansion of the commercial air 
transport industry and at the same time meet 
military requirements in time of war. This 
entire subject is presently under continuing 
study within the Executive Branch of the 
Government. 

Lack of Statutory Authority for Inter- 

service Transfer of Regular Officers 

After 1 July 1949, present authority for 
transfers of regular officers between the Army 
and the Air Force will expire; and there is 
no statutory authority for such transfers 
from the other uniformed services, 

Since the enactment of the National Security 
Act of 1947, the Air Force has consistently 
advocated legislation to provide statutory au- 
thority for transfer of regular officers be- 
tween the uniformed services, because we be- 
lieve such authority would enable the Na- 
tional Military Establishment to make the 
best use of the individual officer’s capabilities 
in the interest of the armed forces as a whole; 
and also because we believe such action would 
promote interservice harmony and coopera- 
tion—a basic objective of unification. 

Legislation previously proposed by the Air 
Force, but not acted upon, is being redrafted 
to conform to the suggestions of the other 
services, and will be resubmitted for consid- 
eration by the Eighty-first Congress. 

Question of an Air Academy 

The Air Force lacks an adequate source of 
officer personne] trained as professional Air 
Force officers from the beginning of their col- 
lege careers. All leading professions recognize 
the requirement for formal college career 
training as the principal source of new blood 
in that particular profession. The Air Force 
is no exception. 

As of the end of fiscal year 1948 the Air 
Force was receiving about 40 per cent of West 
Point graduates and no graduates from An- 
napolis. In an effort to promote true unifica- 
tion, the Air Force proposed that in the fu- 
ture one-third of its regular second lieuten- 
ants should come from West Point; one-third 
from Annapolis; and one-third from ROTC 
units in civilian colleges and from the ranks. 
If this proposal is not accepted and imple- 
mented, it will be necessary to provide some 
alternative—perhaps an Air Academy com- 
parable to West Point and Annapolis, 

Deficiencies in the Air Reserve Program 

The Air Reserve program has not succeeded 
in accomplishing its two main objectives; 
namely, (1) creation of a pool of qualified 
quickly available officer and enlisted personnel 
to augment the M-day establishment in time 
of war, and (2) the development of proficiency 
in the individual participant. In June 1948 a 
Committee on Reserve Policy was convened to 
develop a plan for reorganization of the Air 
Reserve program on a practical basis. The 
findings uf this committee, plus those of the 
Gray Board, have suggested courses of ac- 
tion which will lead to great improvemert in 
fiscal year 1949. It is now of the greatest im- 
portance to the Air Force that many of the 
recommendations of the Gray Board be im- 
plemented. 

Deficiencies in Air Force Officer Procurement 

Reviewing the Air Force officer procure- 
ment program for fiscal year 1948, three dis- 
turbing facts emerge: 

(1) only 64 per cent of the programmed re- 
quirement for regular Air Force officers was 
attained ; 

(2) although the programmed requirement 
for recall to active duty of Air Reserve flying 
officers was easily met, recalls of nonflying 
Air Reserve officers fell short of the goal; 

(3) through continuous and intensive re- 
cruiting the year’s quota for aviation cadets 
was filled; but there was no backlog of appli- 
cants at the year’s end. 

These facts are danger signals which indi- 
eate the necessity for prompt action to in- 
sure that officer requirements for manning 
the Air Force be met. 

Beginning in the fiscal year 1949, and con- 
tinuing until maturity of the planned pro- 
gram in fiscal year 1950, these officer require- 
ments sharply increase; concurrently the 
availability of qualified Air Reserve person- 
nel for recall to active duty sharply dimin- 
ishes. 

Among the factors adversely affecting the 
Air Foree officer procurement program, the 
lack of decent living accommodations, inade- 
quate medical service, instability of person- 
nel assignment and location, etc., are dis- 
cussed elsewhere in this report. Two addi- 
tional adverse factors are (1) the income pos- 





sibilities of a military career compare un- 
favorably with the income possibilities of a 
civilian career, and (2) the pay of an avia- 
tion cadet, originally far greater than that 
of a private, is now approximately the same 
as that of a private. It must be increased if 
we are to continue to attract suitable young 
men for the aviation cadet program. 

These adverse factors can and should be 
corrected by prompt legislative action. 

Stabilizati of Per 1 Assignment, 

Both Military and Civilian 

Because the fiscal year 1948 was a year of 
reorganization and expansion of, the Air 
Force, there resulted an abnormal number 
of changes in assignment and shifting of per- 
sonnel from one place to another within the 
United States, and also between the United 
States and overseas stations, Instability of as- 
signment and physical location of personnel 
is always characteristic of such periods. Al- 
though the Air Force is exerting every effort 
to keep this instability to a minimum, in view 
of its obvious adverse effect on morale, the 
situation is expected to continue on a dimin- 
ishing basis until the major commands are 
fully manned and located on suitable oper- 
ating bases. ; 

Lack of Statutory Authority for Contract 

Settlement by Procuring Agency 

Transition from a peacetime to a national 
emergency situation inevitably requires large- 
scale changes in, and termination of, exist- 
ing contracts with suppliers. Air Force sup- 
pliers must be given proper protection against 
ruinous loss from such cancellations, both as 
a matter of common justice and to insure 
continuance of A'r Force sources of supply. 

Under existing legislation it is probable 
that prime contractors will not pay claims of 
subcontractors arising out of cancellations or 
changes in requirements for the convenience 
of the Government, the ground of refusal be- 
ing that such payments are subject to recoup- 
ment»by the General Accounting Office. To the 
extent that contractors resist making these 
payments, it will work great hardship upon 
subcontractors, who are very often the smaller 
firms least able to finance such cancellations. 
To correct this situation legislation is needed 
authorizing the procuring agency to take 
prompt final action on claims by the prime 
contractors. 





Conclusion 

Review of the foregoing statement shows 
that although the Air Force forged steadily 
ahead during fiscal year 1948, the attainment 
of its ultimate objective will depend upon con- 
tinued support from all those who believe ad- 
equate air power is essential to our national 
security. 

As one with responsibility for civilian con- 
trol over a component part of the National 
Military Establishment, it is both my privi- 
lege and pleasure to close this report with an 
expression of deep appreciation for the un- 
stinting cooperation and assistance received 
from the officer and enlisted personnel, as well 
as the civilian employees, of the United States 
Air Force. Beginning with the Chiefs of Staff 
—first General Spaatz and then General Van- 
denberg—and extending throughout Air Force 
headquarters and field commands, both do- 
mestic and overseas, this support has been 
magnificent, I am certain this fine spirit of 
teamwork and cooperation will continue to 
characterize the Department. 





Navy Medical Selections 

A five man board headed by Rear Adm. 
Daniel Hunt, MC, USN, was convened 
yesterday to select medical corps officers 
of the Navy for temporary promotion to 
the rank of rear admiral. Other mem- 
bers are Rear Admirals Joel T. Boone, 
Frederic L. Conklin, Morton D. Willcutts, 
and Carlton I. Andruff, all Medical Corps, 
USN. 

The Board may select a total of three 
Medical Corps captains for promotion, 
but in event an officer selected is already 
serving in the rank of rear admiral by 
virtue of his assignment, the board may 
select one additional officer. 





President Explains Budget 
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and equipment. Continuing responsibilities in 
the occupation of Germany, Austria, and 
Japan and in manning outlying bases will 
engage about 40 per cent of the Army strength 
overseas in fiscal year 1950. 

“In the naval and marine forces a strength 
of 527,000 officers and men throughout the 
fiscal year 1950 is provided, The size of the 
active naval fleet is planned to be 731 ships, 
including 288 combatant ships, Its composi- 
tion will be changed somewhat from the pres- 
ent fleet to accord with assigned functions and 
presently foreseen defense requirements, The 
active inventory of regular Navy and Marine 
Corps aircraft is expected to be 7,450 in the 
fiscal year 1950. 

“Under the reserve programs of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, 281,000 officers and men 
will. be trained in 1950. Stand-by ships and 
materiel to augment the active Navy will re- 
main available if needed. 

“Although present recruiting rates indicate 
that only small inductions, if any, will be 
necessary under Selective Service, it is essen- 
tial that such authority remain available in 
the event that voluntary enlistments drop. 





Moreover, it must be recognized that the ex. 
istence of the Selective Service Act has in 
itself been a contributing factor to the current 
results of the recruiting programs of the 
services. 

Pay and Maintenance of Personnel 

“The pay and maintenance for the average 
of 1,616,000 officers and men on active duty 
in the fiscal year 1950 will require estimated 
expenditures of 5 billion dollars, 38 per cent 
of all defense expenditures by the Nationa] 
Military Establishment. Expenditures for pay, 
allowances, subsistence, travel, welfare, train- 
ing, clothing, and medical care will average 
about 3,100 dollars per man in the fiscal year 
1950. 

“The increases in rates of military pay and 
allowances in 1942 and 1946 did not provide 
a balanced pay structure for the military 
services, A general overhauling of the mili. 
tary pay, allowance, and benefit structure is 
overdue. Since it is desirable for remunera- 
tion of military personnel to be in line with 
salaries of Federal civilian employees and 
other comparable groups, a tentative amount 
for this adjustment has been included in the 
Budget, pending later legislative recommenda. 
tions. 

Civilian Components 

“Our concept of national defense places 
important reliance upon the readiness of 
citizen-soldiers, This Budget provides for 
larger and better-trained reserves for the Air 
Force, Army, and Navy, Expenditures for 
civilian components in the fiscal year 1950, 
exclusive of amounts for construction of 
facilities, are estimated at 760 million dollars, 
30 per cent above outlays in the present year 
and more than twice the amount spent last 
year, These expenditures cover drill and 
training pay and maintenance of reservists, 
operating expenses, and procurement of 
equipment over and above amounts trans- 
ferred from wartime stocks. 

“The Budget recommendations of 795 mil- 
lion dollars of obligational authority for the 
fiscal year 1950 contemplate expansion of the 
reserve programs in 1950 and in later years 
toward the objectives outlined in my recent 
Executive order. Such expansion is planned 
at as rapid a rate as is consistent with sound 
organization, economical operation, and effec- 
tive integration with the regular forces, The 
funds recommended for 1950 will permit an 
average of 949,000 officers and men in regular 
training status in air, naval, and ground 
units, as compared to 655,000 now participat- 
ing. 

Research and Development 

“Scientific and technical advances are vital 
to a dynamic national defense program. To 
develop improved weapons and equipment and 
add to our basic knowledge, new appropria- 
tions of 534 million dollars are recommended 
for direct costs of research and development 
for the fiscal year 1950. This amount does not 
include substantial outlays for indirect costs 
such as the pay and maintenance of military 
personnel engaged in research and develop- 
ment activities, and the construction and 
maintenance of facilities. 

“Direct expenditures for research and de- 
velopment in the fiscal year 1950 are esti- 
mated at 505 million dollars, This is somewhat 
below the estimate for the fiscal year 1949, 
when payments for programs initiated at the 
end of the war wil] be completed. About 
one-half of the expenditures for research and 
development will be for aeronautical research 
and development. 


Aircraft and Related Procurement 

“For the fiscal year 1949, 2.8 billion dollars 
of new obligational authority was provided 
for aircraft and related procurement, of which 
2.0 billion dollars for the Air Force was made 
available for obligation until the end of 1950 
and included some amounts for nonrecurring 
expenses. 

“It is estimated that 3.2 billion dollars in 
unexpended authorizations from 1949 and 
prior years will be carried forward to the 
fiscal year 1950. New obligational authority 
of 2.3 billion dollars is recommended for the 
fiscal year 1950 to permit contracts for ap- 
proximately 34 million airframe pounds. This 
will make a total of 5.5 billion dollars in air- 
craft and related equipment to be delivered 
and paid for in 1950 and subsequent years. 

“Expenditures for aircraft and related pro- 
curement in the fiscal year 1950 are estimated 
at 1.7 billion dollars, about 500 million dol- 
lars more than in the present year, Deliveries 
of 37 million airframe pounds are now sched- 
uled for fiscal year 1950 and are expected to 
be slightly higher in fiscal year 1951. 

“Aircraft from wartime reserves will con- 
tinue to meet a part of the replacement re- 
quirements in fiscal year 1950, In subsequent 


years, when these reserves are depleted, an 
increase in aircraft procurement may be re 
quired if the strength and structure of the 
Air Force and naval aviation are to be main- 


tained at the level and replacement rates 
contemplated in this Budget. 
Naval Ship Construction ’ 

“Expenditures for naval ship construction 
in fiscal year 1950 are estimated to he 406 
million dollars, an increase of about 100 mil- 
lion dollars over the estimate for 1949. 

“Including the construction in fiscal year 
1949, more than 1 billion dollars of naval ship 
construction, under present authorizations 
will remain to be completed in fiscal yeat 
1950 and later years.” 
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
